‘We, the Poor Law Board, beg leave to present to Your 
Majesty the following Report of our proceedings Srace the 
past year. 


We desire to submit, in the first instance, the following state- 
ments showing the condition of pauperism during that period. 


The sum of 6,527,036l. was expended for the relief of the Expenditure 
poor during the year which ended on the 25th of March 1863, cle 
being an increase of 449,511/. as compared with the sum expended alae 
during the preceding year. ae

Note.—The Summary of the Poor Rate Return inserted in the Appendix (pp. 120 
et seg.) sets forth the expenditure, the total of which is shown in the above Table, more in 
detail. This expenditure comprises, “ in-maintenance,” column (a); “ out-relief,” 
column (5); “maintenance of lunatics in asylums or licensed houses,” column (c) ; 
** workhouse loan repaid, and interest thereon,” column (d); “salaries and rations 
of officers,” column (e); “other expenses of or immediately connected with relief,” 
column (f). The “other expenses” comprehend the cost incurred for emigration, 
for extra medical relief and fees, and for the burial of paupers, &c.

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The large increase which the Table exhibits is attributable 
solely to the distress which has unfortunately prevailed during 
the year in the cotton manufacturing unions of Lancashire and 
the contiguous districts. 


The following statement will show how completely this increase 
of destitution and expenditure in relief is attributable to those 
unions alone. ‘The first line exhibits the amount of relief 
throughout the whole of the kingdom, the sums expended from 
the poor rates in the distressed unions having been deducted ; 
the second line, the relief of the twenty-seven unions in which 
the distress has prevailed.

We have, therefore, made an estimate of the number of 
paupers in the places not included in the above summaries; and 
for the purpose of showing the average number at one tvme 
during each year, we have taken the mean of the numbers in 
receipt of relief on the Ist of July and the Ist of January 
respectively. 

The result of this estimate for each year from 1849 (being 
the first year for which it can be given) to 1863 appears 
in the following Table, which may be taken as exhibiting 
the pauperism of England and Wales.

We have caused the lists of lunatics, idiots, and other persons — 
of unsound mind, chargeable to the poor rates on the lst January ist Janay 
1863, to be tabulated. ae 

It appears from these returns that in 660* unions and single 
parishes under Boards of Guardians, there were 36,158 insane 
paupers, of whom 23,032 were lunatics and 13,126 idiots. The 
number of paupers, inclusive of the insane, was on the same 
day 1,142,624. 

In regard to the sexes of the insane paupers, it will be seen 
that 15,790 were males, and 20,368 females.

We have already pointed out in reference to the foregoing Expendi- 


statistical statements, that while the total expenditure for the Relief in the

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year ended at Lady-day 1863 exceeds that of the previous 
year, the increase is solely attributable to the continued 
distress in the cotton manufacturing districts; and that as 
regards the rest of the country an actual decrease has taken 
place. It is no less satisfactory to observe that in the Unions 
of Lancashire and the neighbouring counties, in which the 
cotton manufacture prevails, a steady decline in the number of 
paupers and the amount of weekly relief has occurred in the 
past year, with the exception of a few weeks in the winter, when 
there was a partial and temporary increase. ‘This is shown by 
the Table which is contained in the Appendix, p. 326, giving 
the variation in the number of paupers relieved in the last 
week of each month of the year. It will thus be seen that the 
hope expressed in our last report has been in a great measure 
realized, and that either by the improvement in the cotton trade 
itself, or by the absorption into other occupations of the labour- 
ing population, the number of persons out of work has been 
materially diminished. This dimimution has been going on 
steadily since the close of the period to which the present 
returns are made up, and if it proceeds at the same rate the 
excess In the number of persons in receipt of relief, over the 
ordinary number, will shortly have ceased. We have, however, 
deemed it expedient to retain Mr. Farnall as our special commis- 
sioner for the cotton manufacturing districts ; and copies of his 
Reports to the President of the Poor Law Board will be found in 
the Appendix. It is a matter of congratulation that so severe 
and anxious a crisis has passed over without, comparatively 
speaking, any great suffering on the part of the poor, or any Brest 
pressure on the part of the ratepayers. 


The following measures were passed in the last Session of 
Parhament, with the object of affording assistance to the dis- 
aide districts :— 


1. The 26 & 27 Vict. cc. 4. and 91., by which the Act of the pre- 
vious Session (25 & 26 Vict. c. 110.) “to enable Boards of Guar- 
“ dians of certain Unions to obtain temporary aid to meet extra- 
“ordinary demands for relief therein,’ was renewed with some 
modifications. By the 26 & 27 Vict. c. 4. the provisions of the 
25 & 26 Vict. c. 110. were extended to the expenditure for the 
quarters ending at Lady-day and Midsummer, and by the 
26 & 27 Vict. c. 91. to those ending at Michaelmas ‘and Christmas 
1863; but the power of obtaining a rate-in-aid from other 
Unions in the same county was limited by the latter Act to cases 
in which the expenditure had risen to 6s. 6d. in the pound on the 
rateable value, instead of 5s. as prescribed by the original Act.. 


2. The Public Works (Manufacturing Districts) Act, 1863 
(26 & 27 Vict. c.70.), intituled “An Act to facilitate the execu- 
“tion of public works in certain manufacturing districts ;-to 
“ authorize for that purpose advances of public money to a limited 
“ amount upon security of local rates ; and to shorten the period 
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“ for the adoption of the Local Government Act, 1858, in certain 
“ cases.” 


Under the former of these Acts (26 & 27 Vict. ¢. 70.), in Loans sane- 
addition to the loans which we had sanctioned for the several Public 
Unions specified in our last report (p. 16.), and which amounted “"** 
to 44,640/., we have issued Orders enabling the under-mentioned 


Unions to borrow the several sums stated below :

We have also issued orders under section 4. of the 25 & 26 Orders for 
Vict. c.

One only of these Unions has been, since the passing of the 
Act of 26 & 27 Vict..c.91., in a position to obtain such an order, 
namely, the Glossop Union, for 5091, which sum is included in 
the total amount above stated. 


Under the powers granted by these Acts, in addition to the 
ordinary provisions of the law, there was no reason to doubt 
that ample funds would be raised to meet the pressing demands 
upon the Guardians for the relief of destitution in the distressed 
districts ; but at the same time it appeared highly desirable that Employ. 
the large bodies of able-bodied men, who had been so long memtct. 4 
deprived of their usual employment, should not continue to be Men in the 
relieved either in idleness, or on the performance of a task of Districts 
- unremunerative labour, but should rather, if possible, have work wore © 
at adequate wages placed within their reach which would enable 
them to obtain an independent livelihood. 

It was confidently represented to us, that in many of the 
manufacturing towns the drainage and sewerage was very 
imperfect, the water supply deficient or of very bad quality, 
and the roads in an unfinished or neglected state; that new 
streets required to be made; and that parks were needed for the 
recreation of the people ; and that in the neighbouring country 
districts there were some lands requiring to be drained, and 
others lying waste, which might be reclaimed and brought into

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cultivation. It was obvious that the execution of these works 
would not only afford employment to the distressed operatives, 
but prove a lasting benefit to the inhabitants generally. With 
the view of ascertaining with greater certainty the precise 
nature and extent of the works required in each locality, we 
made application to the Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment to allow one of the inspectors from the Local Government 
Act Office to be sent down to inquire into the matters referred 
to, and report to us thereon. In compliance with that appli- 
cation, Mr. Rawlinson, C.E., was instructed to visit the principal 
towns in the manufacturing districts; and the result of his 
inquiries fully corroborated the representations which had been 
previously made to us. 

Concurrently with Mr. Rawlinson’s visit, circulars were 
addressed from the Home Office, by direction of Secretary Sir 
George Grey, to the towns and other largely populated places in 
the district, drawing attention to the powers conferred by the 
Local Government Act, 1858, for the execution of works of local 
improvement, and for raising the money required for them. 
Copies of these circulars will be found in the Appendix, p. 39. 


It soon became evident to’us, both from the reports of 
Mr. Rawlinson and a careful consideration of the local Acts in 
force in the principal towns of the district, that the obstacles 
to commencing the suggested works were of two kinds; viz., 
1. Financial ; 2. Legal. 

The financial difficulty consisted in the impossibility of 
obtaining loans at a low rate of interest. 

The legal difficulties arose chiefly from the following circum- 
stances ; Vv1Z., 

1. That in some of the towns under the Local Government 
Act and in other towns under local Acts the borrowing powers 
were exhausted. | 

2. That powers were required for the execution of additional 
works as well as for the execution of works partly of a publie 
and partly of a private character. 

3. That the local authorities were not authorized to undertake 
works of private improvement for landowners in the neigh- 
bourhood. 

4. That the length of the period required for the entire or 
partial adoption of the Local Government Act prevented works 
from being promptly commenced. 

5. That Boards of Guardians, as the local authority under the 
Nuisance Removal Acts, possessed but very limited powers for 
the execution of works of sanitary improvement, and were not 
authorized to borrow money for that purpose. 


In order to meet the difficulties which have been enumerated 
a Bill, prepared after several conferences with the Public Works 
Loan Commissioners, who rendered us very prompt and valuable 
assistance in framing some of its provisions, was introduced on 
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the 8th of Ii une, and received the Royal eee on the 21st of 
July following. 

By this measure (the 26th and 27th Vict. c.70.), already re- 
ferred to, a sum of 1,200,000. was placed at the disposal of the 
Public Works Loan Cotimissioners, which, in addition to certain 
other monies under their control, they were empowered to 
advance to the various local authorities in the distressed district 
to which the Union Relief Aid Acts apply, to enable them to 
execute such permanent works of the nature specified in the 
Act as might be approved and sanctioned by the Poor Law 
Board. 

The Act likewise contained important provisions for abridging 
very considerably the time requisite for the adoption of the 
Local Government Act, 


Upon the passing of this Act we prepared and circulated a, Minute of 
minute containing full information with respect to its provisions Maw Bee 
and the mode of. proceeding under it, a copy of which is also onthe Pro-

Shortly after the issue of this minute, and in accordance with 
its instructions, applications were made to us for our sanction to 
the execution of various works, accompanied by plans, specifi- 
cations, and estimates. These were immediately submitted to 
Mr. Rawlinson, who, upon our application, was appointed by Appoint- 
Secretary Sir George Grey, under section 6. of the Act, as the My Rawin 
inspecting engineer for the proposed works. When, on receipt of Tissecting 
his report, we were satisfied that the circumstances of the case Ensineer. 
rendered the loan expedient, and that all the conditions of the 
Public Works Act had been complied with on the part of the 
local authorities, we immediately issued an Order empowering 
them to borrow the sum required for carrying the works into

In those cases where the amount was considerable we have Payment of

deemed it expedient to exercise the power vested in us by the staimenis, 
5th section of the Act of ordering the advance of the loan by 
instalments ; and before a second instalment has been advanced 

we have in every instance been satisfied by the report of the 
inspect ting engineer that the works were being proceeded with 

in conformity with the plan proposed. 


A statement has been prepared, and is inserted in the Appendix, Results of 
p- 59 et seg., showing the names me the places from which applica- or hobo 
tions for loans have been received, the amount of the loans, and {nsof 
the purposes to which they are intended to be applied. We also At. 
insert in the Appendix copies of Mr. Rawlinson’s Reports as to 
the progress and result of the proceedings under the Act. It 
will be observed from the last of those reports that nearly the 
whole sum which the Public Works Loan Commissioners were 
enabled to advance for the purposes of the Act has been applied 


for, and the loans authorized ; and that a great number of highly 
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useful and important works are in progress in various parts of 
the district, and a large number of labourers employed upon - 
them, the great majority of the persons so employed being 
factory operatives. : ine 

With respect to the extent of some of the works, Mr. Raw- 
linson reports that the total length of sewerage works is 129 
miles, and of paving and street works 145 miles ; and it is satis- 
factory to find that the health of the men has not only improved, 
but that their previous mode of life does not incapacitate them 
for another and very different mode of getting their livelihood. 

We learn from Mr. Rawlinson that where the experiment has 
been fully and fairly tried, as in Wigan, Blackburn, Oldham, and 
Bolton, there are gangs of operatives executing sewerage works 
almost alone; and in forming streets.and paving, far more of 
such men are found capable of employment than he anticipated. 
He also reports that in Blackburn the operatives execute sewer 
trenching in stiff clay, and even in rock to some extent. 

Jn addition to the benefit derived by the operatives themselves, 

- it must be borne in mind that very considerable advantages are 
conferred upon the district generally by the circulation of the 
sum weekly paid in wages to the whole of the labourers 
employed. 

The objects, therefore, with which the Act was passed, appear 
to have been to a great extent realized; and we trust that, in 
addition to the direct benefits of the measure, incidental advan- 
tages have been conferred on the district, and that many sanitary 
and social improvements may have their origin in the crisis 
through which it has passed.

In the course of the last year an arrangement has been made, 
at the desire of the Committee of Council for Education, for 
placing under the Poor Law Board exclusively the superin- 
tendence aud examination of the workhouse and district shools ; 
and the services of such of Her Majesty’s inspectors of schools as 
have hitherto performed the duty of visiting and reporting upon 
the workhouse and district schools, and the qualifications of the 
teachers in such schools, have accordingly been transferred to this 
department. 

The principles upon which pauper education has been hitherto 
conducted will be in no manner affected or varied by the 
transfer. in question; and it will continue to be our’ earnest 
desire to provide that as sound and useful an education as 
practicable shall be imparted to all such children as are dependent 
upon the poor rates for their maintenance and instruction. 


A summary of the returns received from the several unions Vaccination. 
and parishes in England and Wales of the number of persons 
vaccinated by the public vaccinators during the year ended at 
Michaelmas last is given in the Appendix, p. 370 . This summary 
shows the number of persons vaccinated during the present year 
to have been 658,909, being an increase upon the number vacci- 
nated last year of 216,514. The summary also shows that the 
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number of cases in which the vaccination has been successful is 
646,464, which is an increase of 208,771 upon the number 
successsully vaccinated in 1862. The births during the year in

We referred in our last Report to the reports which we had 
received under the provisions of the 25 & 26 Vict. c.103. s. 12. 
from the several Unions, showing the proceedings which had 
been taken by the Assessment Committees in carrying the Act 
into effect. An abstract of these reports has since been pre- 
sented to the House of Commons (Sessional Paper, 1863, No. 540.), 
and we refer to that Return for the full details of those proceedings. 
Since the date of the Return much further progress has been 
made, and the revision of the valuation lists has now been 
completed in a large majority of the Unions. We trust that in 
the course of the present year the work will be brought to a 
conclusion in those Unions in which the proceedings have been 
delayed by the necessity of new valuations being made by pro- 
fessional valuers, or in some cases by the extent and variety of 
the property lable to assessment ; and that the labour which 
the Guardians have bestowed upon this important subject will 
result in the Assessment of the rateable property throughout the 
country on a fair and uniform basis. 

We have been much consulted on the subject of this Act, and 
the proper mode of carrying its provisions into execution, and 
have given such advice as appeared to us to be in accordance 
with the terms of the statute and the intentions of the legisla- 


ture. In the Appendix will appear a copy of a letter which we 


addressed to the Committees wpon one particular subject, and 
also of that in which we recommended a form for the annual 
report which the Guardians are required to render to this Board 
of the progress of the past year. 


We insert in the Appendix, p. 361, a list of the orders which 
we have issued during the past year for the erection of new 
workhouses, or for the enlargement and improvement of existing 
ea sie according to plans which we have approved under 
our seal. 


We also insert in the Appendix, p. 359, a statement containing 
the particulars of the schools which during the past year we 
have certified, under the provisions of 25 & 26 Vict. c. 43., as fit 
for the reception of such children or persons as may, under a 
contract with the managers, be sent to them by the Guerdians. 
This statement is in continuation of that contained in our pre- | 
vious report. 


The usual statement as to the emigration which has taken 
place during the past year at the expense of the poor rates is 


given in the Appendix, p. 360. The total number of emigrants — 
is only 74. | | 
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We referred in our last report to the Act passed in the previous Amendment 
session of parliament, 25 & 26 Vict. c. 111., “to amend the law fo" 
relating to lunatics.” By section 8 of that Act it was rendered 
lawful for the visitors of any asylum, and the Guardians of any 
Parish or Union within the district for which the asylum had 
been provided, to make arrangements for the reception and care 
of a limited number of chronic lunatics in the workhouse of such 
Parish or Union.. Some doubt, however, arose whether under 
that section it would be lawful to receive into any such work- 
house the lunatic paupers of any other Unionor Parish than that 
to which the workhouse belonged. This doubt has been solved 
by the 26 & 27 Vict. ¢ 110., which declares that the term 
“ chronic lunatics” in the 8th section of the previous Act 
includes chronic lunatics chargeable to other Parishes or Unions 
as well as to the Parish or Union to which the workhouse 
belongs. Since the passing of the Act the subject of the provi- 
sions of section 8 of 25 & 26 Vict. c. 111., as so amended, -has 
been under the consideration of the Commissioners in Lunacy ; 
and we insert in the Appendix, p. 38, acopy of a communication © 
which we have received from them, containing the regulations for 
carrying these provisions into effect, in a Minute dated November 
1863. It will be observed that the Commissioners have thought 
it right. to require that the applications for their assent to 
arrangements being entered into under the Acts referred to 
' between the visitors of an asylum and the Guardians of a Union 
or Parish shall be made by the visitors of the asylum, and that 
no such application received directly from a Board of Guardians 
can be entertained. The Commissioners have also laid down 
certain regulations as to the size of the wards and the manage- 
ment and superintendence of their inmates, for the particulars 
of which we refer to the Minute itself. 


An Act having been passed in the last session of parliament Removal of 

“ for the further amendment of the law relating to the removal") ”” 
of poor persons, natives of Ireland, from England,” 26 & 27 Vict. 

c. 89., we thought it desirable to bring under the notice of the 
Guardians the present state of the law as regards the removal of 

Trish paupers from England. We therefore “prepared and issued 

‘to the different Boards of Guardians a circular on the subject, 

dated 5th November 1863. We refer to that circular, a copy of 

which is contained in the Appendix, p. 35, as giving a summary 

of the present law as regards Irish Removals. 


A. local Act was passed in the last session of parliament Norwich 
(26 & 27 Vict. c. 93.), intituled “An Act for making better pro- "4% 
“ vision for the management and relief of the poor in the city 
“ of Norwich and county of the same city.” The city of Norwich 
had been incorporated for the relief of the poor out of. one com- 
mon rate for a long period under a local Act, but the constitution 
of the governing body and some other provisions of their local 
Act were unsatisfactory to the inhabitants, and it was with 
general consent repealed. By the new Act a union of the parishes 
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‘was constituted, but, as previously, the relief of the poor is pro- 
-: vided for out of a common rate laid equally over all the

parishes in the city. It is also provided that, subject to some 
exceptions, the general Poor Law shall apply to and be in force 
in the Union ; and it directs the election of a Board of Guardians. 
for the execution of the Act, incorporated under the title of the 
Guardians of the Poor of the Norwich Incorporation. Since 
the passing of this Act we have issued an Order, in pursuance of 
its provisions, directing the mode in which the first and subse- 
quent elections of Guardians should take place; and a Board of 
Guardians has been elected according to such Order, and has 
assumed the administration of relief and the execution of the 
other provisions of the Act; and we have subsequently issued a 
Consolidated Order to the Guardians for their guidance. 


The only other Act to which we have occasion to refer is the 
26 & 27 Vict. « 55., “An Act to continue the Poor Law Board 
“ for a limited period.”. The previous Act continued to the Poor 
Law Board the authority to exercise the functions and powers 
intrusted to them by parliament only untal the 23rd July 1863. 
It therefore became necessary to renew that Act; and as the 
select committee of the House of Commons, which had sat for 
three sessions to inquire into the administration of the relief of 
the poor, under the orders, rules, and regulations issued by the 
Poor Law Board, pursuant to the provisions of the Poor Law 
Amendment Act, and into the operation of the laws relating to 
the relief of the poor, had not made a general report on the 
subjects submitted to them, it appeared advisable that, pending 
that report, the continuance of the Poor Law Board should be 
authorized for a limited period only. The Act referred to was 


_ therefore passed in the last session, continuing the powers of the 


Poor Law Board until the 23rd of July 1864, and to the end of 
the next session of parliament. In the present session the com- 
mittee referred to was re-appointed, and having considered and 
agreed upon their report have presented it to the House of 
Commons. A copy of the resolutions adopted by the Committee 
and embodied in their report, is inserted in the Appendix, p. 107.

Pusztic Works (Manuracturine Districts) Act, 1863, 26 & 27 Vict. 
c. 70.—MinutE of INrFoRMATION with respect to the Provisions of 
the Act and the Mops of PRocEEDING under it. 


AMOUNT AUTHORIZED TO BE ADVANCED. 


By the Act a sum of 1,260,000/. has been placed at the disposal of 
the Public Works Loan Commissioners for the purpose of advances to 
enable Local Authorities in certain Manufacturing Districts to provide 
employment for the distressed operatives by the execution of works of 
public utility and sanitary improvement. 

In addition to this sum. the Commissioners are authorized to make 
advances for the same purpose out of any other monies at their dis- 
posal, and it is understood that the aggregate amount. which the 
Commissioners are enabled to lend is 1,500,0004. 


Loca AUTHORITIES WHO MAY BORROW. 


1. Local Boards acting under the Local Government Act. 

2. Local Authorities invested with powers of town government. and 
rating under any Local Act. | 

3. Commissioners or bodies of persons or other authority having 
power to levy rates for general or special purposes. 

4. Boards of Guardians. 


CONDITIONS OF LOANS. 


1. The amount is not to exceed one year’s rateable value of the 
property assessable within the district or place in respect of which 
the loan is made. 

2. The interest will be at the rate of.3/. 10s, per cent. 

3. The loan shall be repaid by such number of equal annual instal- 
ments, not exceeding thirty, as the Poor Law Board shall direct ; and 
that Board may authorize the postponement of the payment of all or 
either of the first three instalments for a period not exceeding two 
years. . 

4, The repayment of the loan with the interest is to be secured by 
a mortgage of the rates leviable by the Local Board or Local Autho- | 
Swe and, in the case of Guardians, upon the security of the Poor 

ates. 

5. Every loan must be made under the authority of an order of the 
Poor Law Board. 

6. The money is to be advanced in such instalments as the Poor 
Law Board shall direct, and the payment of any instalment may be 
postponed or withheld if the works are not being. proceeded with in 
conformity with the plan proposed. 

7. No part of the money borrowed can be applied in paying off any 
pre-existing debt or charge except what may be due in respect of the 
work for which it is borrowed. 3 
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WorkKS WHICH MAY BE EXECUTED. } 
(1. By Local Boards under the Local Government Act.) 


Local Boards, under the Local Government Act, may, in addition to 
the works authorized by that Act, execute the following works ;— 

They may acquire, drain, lay out, plant, or otherwise improve any 
common or other lands used or intended to be used as places of public 
recreation. 

They may construct, improve, or enlarge any reservoir for water 
supply, and lay down or extend the requisite pipes for that purpose. 

They may widen, deepen, cleanse, embank, straighten, or otherwise 
improve any river, stream, or brook. 

The Local Board are empowered to enter into any agreement re- 
specting the execution of any such works or the apportionment of the 
cost thereof with any person or authority interested therein, or in any 
property adjoining thereto, or likely to be beneficially or otherwise 
affected thereby. 

In order to prevent interference with any public, proprietary, or 
private rights, such as exist in rivers, navigation, and waterworks, 
without consent, the power to execute the works already specified is 
conferred upon the Local Board subject to the restrictive and saving 
provisions contained in the Local Government Act so far as those 
provisions are applicable to any such works. (See 2] & 22 Vict. c. 98. 
ss. 68, 69, 73.) 

Local Boards are also authorized to agree with landowners to make 
roads, or execute any work of drainage or of private improvement on 
property in, adjoining or near their district. ‘The work must be done 
at the expense of the owner, who may be allowed to repay the amount 
by not less than thirty equal annual instalments, with interest at not 
less than 3/. 10s. per cent. 

Owners having a limited estate only are empowered to charge the 
inheritance of the property with the amount expended, upon the cer- 
tificate of an engineer, appointed in the manner provided by the Act, 
that the works will effect such a permanent increase in the yearly 
value of the lands to be charged as will render the outlay beneficial 
to the inheritance. 


(2. By Local Authorities under Local Acts.) 


The sane powers which are given to Local Boards under the Local 
Government Act with respect to providing and laying out places of 
public recreation, the construction and improvement of reservoirs for 
water supply, and the widening, deepening, cleansing, and embanking 
rivers, are conferred upon Authorities acting under Local Acts, who 
are likewise authorized to execute private improvements by agreement 
with owners of property, upon the terms and subject to the conditions 
already mentioned. 

If the powers conferred by the Local Act for the execution of 
works and other purposes are not so extensive as those contained in 
the Local Government Act, the Local Authority may, by resolution 
passed at a meeting after seven days’ notice, instead of waiting for the 
expiration of fourteen days after notice has been given as required by 
the Local Government Act, adopt such part or parts of that Act as 
may be necessary to confer the additional powers required ; and im- 
mediately upon such resolution being forwarded to one of Her Majesty’s 
Principal Secretaries of State, the part or parts of the Act named in 
the resolution will become in force as effectually as if the same had 
been enacted in the Local Act. If the powers adopted are repugnant 
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to, or inconsistent with the provisions of the Local Act, the Local 
Authority is required to proceed under the Local Government Act ; 
but if such powers have the effect of accomplishing the same object as 
the provisions of the Local Act, but in a different mode only, the 
Local Authority may proceed under either Act, at their discretion. 


(8. By Boards of Guardians.) 


The public works which Guardians are authorized to execute, and 
the course of proceeding with reference thereto, are clearly set forth 
in the following extract from the Act :— 


“ Tf the Guardians of any union, parish, or township should, at a 
meeting held after special notice in writing sent to every elected and 
ex-oflicio Guardian of the Union, determine that it would contribute 
to the health or convenience of the inhabitants of any place for which . 
such Guardians are the local authority for executing the powers of the 
Nuisances Removal Acts,” (see 23 & 24 Vict. ¢.77.) “ that any of the 
following works should be executed, viz. ; 


« That any pond, pool, open ditch, sewer, or drain should be drained, 
cleansed, covered, or filled up ; 
‘That any highway or public road or footpath should be made, 
levelled, or improved ; 
“ That any river, stream, or brook should be widened, deepened, 
cleansed, embanked, str aightened, or otherwise improved ; ; 
“That a sewer or drain should be made or improved ; 
*“ That a well should be dug ; 
That a reservoir for water supply should be constructed, improved, 
or enlarged, or the requisite pipes connected with any reservoir 
for water supply ‘be laid down, improved, or extended ; 
“ That any common or other lands used or intended to be used as_ 
places of public recreation should he drained, laid out, planted, 
or otherwise improved ; or 
That any other work of public utility or sanitary improvement 
should be executed ; 
such Guardians may procure a plan of such works, and an estimate 
of the cost thereof, and lay the same before the Poor ‘Law Board, who, 
upon being satisfied that such works may be properly undertaken and 
executed, may, by an order, authorize the Guardians to borrow, and 
thereupon the Public Works Loan Commissioners may lend to the 
Guardians, subject and according to the provisions herein-before con- 
tained, such money “as the Poor Law*Board may consider necessary 
for ‘the works so approved, the repayment of such money, with 
interest at the rate aforesaid, to be secured by the Guardians, by a 
mortgage of or charge upon the rates raised or to be raised in manner 
herein-after mentioned ; the Guardians shall cause such works to be 
executed, subject to the restrictive and saving clauses and provisions 
contained in the Local Government Act, 1858, so far as the same 
are applicable to the execution of any such works, paying the cost 
thereof out of the money so borrowed, with power nevertheless, if they 
think fit, from time to time to appoint a Committee or Committees 
of their own body, of which Committee the elected Guardian or 
Guardians of any such place and the Justices of the peace resident 
therein shall ex officio be members, if not otherwise elected, to act 
in and for one or more of the places for which the Guardians are the 
Local Authority ; and every Committee so appointed shall have the 
full power to direct and superintend the execution of such works 
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within the specified place or places for which the Committee is | 
appointed.” | 

It is very desirable that Guardians should exercise the power, with 
which they are invested, of appointing a Committee to direct and — 
superintend the execution of the works to be undertaken, inasmuch 
as such an arrangement is calculated to prevent any interference with 
the ordinary duties of their Board. 


The instalments of principal in repayment of loans to Guardians, 
with the interest, are to be charged to the parishes or townships for 
which the works are undertaken, and must be contributed by the 
Overseers in the same manner as the other claims of the Guardians 
upon them. : 


When the works are undertaken for two or more parishes or town- - 
ships the instalments and interest must be apportioned by the 
Guardians between such places, in proportion to the estimate of the 
cost of the works undertaken therein respectively. 


When the works are undertaken for a. place for part only of which 
the Guardians are the Local Anthority, the remaining part being 
within the district of another authority, the instalments and the in- 
terest must, in like manner, be contributed by the overseers upon the 
order of the Guardians ; but the overseers are required to raise the 
amount by a rate upon all the rateable property within that part of 
such place within which the Guardians are the Local Authority. 


Guardians are also empowered to agree, in the same manner as 
Local Boards, with the owners of property for the execution of ,the 
private improvements above referred to, with the distinction, however, 
that no such agreement can be made without the concurrence of the 
* Poor Law Board. . 


ABRIDGMENT OF THE PERIOD FOR THE ADOPTION OF THE LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT Act. 


In order to. facilitate the adoption of the Local Government Act, 
under which places with a population of three thousand may obtain 
powers for their own government and improvement without having 
recourse to Parliament, the period required for the preliminary notices 
has been considerably abridged. 

A week's notice of the meeting for the adoption of the Act by Town 
Councils and Authorities under Local Acts has been substituted for 
the month’s notice previously required. 

Petitions against the adoption of the Act mus? be presented to the 
Secretary of State within fourteen days instead of within six weeks 
after the passing of the resolution for its adoption, as provided by the 
Local Government Act Amendinent Act, 1863, and notice of the inquiry 
upon such Petition will be sufficient if given seven days previously 
thereto. By the Local Government Act fourteen days are required 
for that purpose. 7 

If there be no appeal, or no division of the district into wards, the 
Local Government Act will come into operation at the expiration of 
twenty-one days after the date of the resolution for its adoption, 
instead of at the expiration of two months as provided by the Act 
itself. | 

The provision in the Local Government Act Amendment Act, 1863, 
which extends the time of appeal, on the ground of alleged ‘invalidity 
of the vote for adoption, from fourteen days to six weeks, does not 
apply to cases coming within the operation of the present Act. 
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PowkER TO ABANDON THE LocaL GovERNMENT Act. 


Any place adopting the Local Government Act, under the present 
measure, may, at any subsequent time, abandon the Act by resolution 
passed in the same manner as a resolution for the adoption of that Act 
is required to be passed; but the rescinding resolution must be ap- 
proved by the Secretary of State, and may be appealed against in the 
same way as a resolution adopting the Act. 

All existing contracts, however, will continue in force, and, so far 
as may be necessary for the enforcement of such contracts, the Local 
Board and their powers of levying money will be continued. 


MopE OF PROCEEDING. IN REGARD TO THE SEWERING AND Picvane 
OF PRIVATE STREETS. 


Some important alterations with reference to the proceedings con- 
nected with the execution of private improvement works, under the 
Local Government Act, are made in the case of works Mapginies os 
under the present Act. 

The notice to be given to the owner of the premises, in respect of 
which the works are required, may be served by delivering it to some 
person on the premises, or if there be no person upon the premises 
who can be so served, then by fixing the notice upon some conspicuous 
part of the premises, or advertising the same in one or more of the 
newspapers circulated in the place. 

Specifications and estimates of the works duly certified must be 
deposited with the plans and sections for inspection ; and, where the 
works affect the property of more than one person, the estimates must 
show the proposed apportionment of the expense in respect of each 
property. 

Notice of objection may be given in writing, but every person failing 
to give notice of his objection to the works before the expiration of 
the period limited by the notice from the Local. Board, or Local 
Authority, far the execution thereof, will be precluded from questioning 
the validity of any rate or charge made for defraying the expenses 
of executing such works, except on the. ground, that the same have 
not been executed in conformity with the plan, specification, or 
estimate. 

In case of objection, within the period specified, the Local Board or 
Local Authority may require the matter to be referred to arbitration, 
and the result of the arbitration will be final. | 


Pomiuns FOR THE PurcHASE or LAND. 


With the view of further facilitating the execution of the bse 
works contemplated by the Act, by enabling the local and other 
authorities to acquire lands for that purpose, the provisions of the 
Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, except so far as they relate to the 
compulsory taking of lands, are incorporated with it. 

Under these provisions the Local Authorities may agree with parties 
under disability for the purchase of any provety which may be 
required for the purposes of the Act. 


LIMITATION OF THE ACT. 


The Act is limited to the area comprised within the counties of 
Chester, Lancaster, and Derby, being those to which the Union Relief 
Aid Acts apply, and the Poor Law Board .are restricted from making 

an order for a loan after the Ist.of July sn except for the com- 
pletion of works then already begun. 
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PROCEEDINGS PRELIMINARY TO OBTAINING A LOAN. 


In every case plans, specifications, and estimates of the proposed 
works must, in the first instance, be transmitted to the Poor Law 
Board. 

These should be accompanied with a statement showing the yearly 
rateable value of the property assessable within the district or place 
for which the works are proposed to be undertaken. 


If it be intended that the money shall be advanced by instalments, 
the amount of the several instalments should be specified, and the dates 
upon which they wiil be required. | 

The Poor Law Board, upon being satisfied by the report of the 
inspecting Engineer, to be appointed by the Secretary of State in the 
manner provided by the Act, that the works may be properly under- 
taken and executed, and that the circumstances of the district for 
which the loan is required, in reference to the charge for the relief of 
the poor, are such as to render the works expedient, and that all the 
conditions of the Act have been complied with, will proceed to issue 
their order for the loan ; and that order will be sufficient to autho- 
rize the Public Works Loan Commissioners to make the advance 
required. 

CoNnCcLUDING OBSERVATIONS. 


After the works have been once sanctioned, the arrangement, direc- — 
tion, and execution of them will rest entirely with the Local Autho- 
rities, subject only to the power invested in the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners of postponing or withholding the payment of any in- 
stalment of the loan upon the certificate of the Poor Law Board, above 
adverted to, that the works are not being proceeded with in conformity 
with the plans approved by them. 


It must be borne in mind, that the object of the Act is twofold ; 
viz. (1) to provide remunerative employment for the labouring classes 
in the distressed districts, and, (2) to improve the sanitary condition 
of the towns and other localities affected by the existing pressure; and 
there is every reason to believe that the Local Authorities, who have 
hitherto been so indefatigable in their efforts to mitigate the distress, 
will, whether in providing the kind of works to be executed or in 
selecting the persons to be engaged upon them, second, as far as 
practicable, the intentions of the Legislature.

Pustic Works (Manuracrurine Districts) Act, 1863.—Insrruc- 
TIoNs and Sueeustions to Loca, Surveyors with respect to 
Sewers, Drains, and other Works, to be executed under the 
foot of “The Public Works (Manufacturing Districts) Act, 


Before a scheme of sewerage is devised, the district should be most 
carefully examined so as to obtain a correct idea of the drainage area 
or the several drainage areas; inquiry should then be made to ascertain 
how surface water has passed off up to the time of such examination. — 
and with what effects to property. Main sewers and drains need not 
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have sectional capacity equal to the volume of surface flood water over 

the whole area, but may be adapted to the length of streets,. number 

of houses, surface area of house-yards and roofs, number of street 
cullies, and volume of water supply. 

Sewers and drains, in wet subsoil, should be made to act> as land 
drains. 

The following rules are general; but each surveyor must use his 
own judgment, and make the best arrangements possible, under the 
circumstances, with each peasy area, and with the materials at 
command :— 

1. Natural streams should not be arched over to form main sewers. 

2. Valley lines and natural streams may be improved, so as to remove 
more readily surface water and extreme falls of rain. 

38. Main sewers need not be of capacity to contain the flood water 
of the area drained; such flood water may be passed over the 
surface, in most cases, without causing injury. 

. 4. Main sewers should be laid out in straight lines and true gradients, 
from point to point, with manholes, and flushing and ventilating 
arrangements at each principal change of line and gradient. 
All manholes should be brought up to the surface of the road 
or street, and should be finished with a cover easily removabie 
for inspection. 

5. Duplicate systems of sewers are not required. Drains for storm 
waters to natural streams in 1 valley lines may be retained, and 
may be improved. 

6. Earthenware pipes make good sewers and drains up to their 
capacity. Pipes must be truly laid, and securely jointed. In 
ordinary ground they should be jointed with clay. In sandy 
ground, special means must be used to prevent sand washing in 
at the joints. 

7. Brick sewers ought to be formed with bricks moulded to the 
radii. 

8. Brick sewers should, in all cases, be set in hydraulic mortar. In 
no case should any sewer be formed with bricks set dry, to be 
subsequently grouted. 

9. Main sewers may have flood water overflows wherever practicable, 
to prevent such sewers being choked during thunder storms or 
heavy rains. 

10. Sewers should not join at right angles. Tributary sewers should 
deliver sewage in the direction of the mainflow. 

11. Sewers and are. at junctions and curves, should have extra 
fail to compensate for friction. 

12. Sewers of unequal sectional diameters should not join with level 
inverts, but the lesser, or tributary sewer, should have a fall 
into the main, at least equal to the difference in the sectional 
diameter. 

13. Earthenware pipes of equal diameters should not be joined, but 
the lesser pipe should be joined on to the greater. 

14. House drains should not pass direct from sewers to the inside of 
houses, but all drains should end at an outside wall, and have 
means of external ventilation. 

15. Sinks and closets should be against external walls, so that the 
refuse water, or soil, may be discharged into the drain outside 
the main wall. Down-spouts may be used for ventilation, care 
being taken that the head of such spout is not near a window. 


16, Inlets to all pipe drains should be properly protected. 
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17. Side junctions should be provided in all sewers and drains. ‘The 

- position should be sketched, and indicated by figures in a beok 

or on a plan. Side junctions should be carefully closed for’ 
subsequent use. | 

18. A record should be kept by the surveyor of the character of the 
subsoil opened out in each street sewered, or drained. 

19. All sewers and drains should be set out true in line and in 
gradient. All the material used should be sound, and the 
workmanship should be carefully attended to. 

20. “ Sight rails” should be put up in each street before the ground is 
opened out, showing the centre line of each sewer and the depth 
to the invert. 

21. Sewers having steep gradients should have full means for ventila- 
tion at the highest points. 

22. Tall chimneys may be used with advantage for sewer and drain 
ventilation, if the owners will allow a connexion to be made. 

23. Sewer outlet works should be simple in form, and cheap ine 
construction, so as to remove all solids, sediment, and flocculent 
matter from the sewage. 


It is of the utmost importance to impress upon local surveyors the 
necessity of care in setting out main sewerage works and house drains 
with accuracy, in choosing sound materials, and in properly superin- 
tending the works during their progress. House drains should be so 
arranged as to be capable of removing all water, soil, and fluid refuse 
from yards, roofs, and interiors of houses to the sewers, without any 
risk of gaseous contamination to such houses. 


Street sewers should be capable of conveying all sewage to some 
common outlet, without retaining sediment in them. All sewers and 
drains should have arrangements for full ventilation, at such points 
and in such manner as not to cause any nuisance. Charcoal (as 
proposed by Dr. John Stenhouse) may be used to filter and disinfect 
— sewage gases, at all manholes and other ventilators. 


If the fluid sewage can be applied to land for agricultural uses, 
_ means should be provided for effecting this purpose.

With respect to Applications for Orders for Loans. 


1. A copy of the resolution to apply for the loan, duly certified by 
the clerk, must accompany the application. 


2. The plans, specifications, and estimates must be forwarded in 
duplicate, and after the same have been approved, one set will be 
retained by the Poor Law Board, and the other returned to the local 
authority. 7 : 


8. Each plan, section, specification, and estimate should be distinctly 
headed with the name of the borough, district, union, or place, and 
authenticated by the signature of the chairman or clerk and the 
surveyor. 
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_ 4, If ithe works proposed: to ‘be’ executed are of» different kinds, 
should be a separate specification and estimate for each. 


If the local authority is constituted under a local Act, a copy of 
the Act must be furnished to the Poor Law Board. 


6. If the local authority is constituted under the Public Health Act, 
1848, or the Local Government Act, 1858, the title of the Act under 
which the provisional order was confirmed should be given, and in 
cases where there has been no such order, a certified copy of the 
Gazette notice of the adoption of the Local Government Act should 
be sent. with the application, or a reference made to the Gazette in 
which the notice is published. 


7. In the case of works of private improvement unde sect. 13. of 
the Act, the agreement entered into with the landowner, or the draft 
of it, must be forwarded to the Poor Law Board for their perusal. 


With respect to Applications for Orders for further Instalments. 


Applications for further instalments must be accompanied by a 
return, certified by the surveyor in the same form as that in which the 
original estimate is made out, showing under similar headings the 
details of the works which have been actually executed. ‘The works 
must be measured and priced, and the measurements and prices inserted 
in the return in such a manner as to show the several amounts which 
make up the whole sum expended.

DESTITUTE HoUSsELESS POOR in the: METROPOLIS.—MINUTE of the 
Poor Law Boarb. 


The Poor Law Board have recently obtained from the several 
Metropolitan Unions and Parishes returns showing the extent of 
accommodation provided for destitute vagrants and wayfarers, and the 
numbers who either received, or who were refused, a night’s lodging 
during the first week of each of the months of January, March, May, 
and August 1863. 

It appears from those returns that, in the aggregate, accommoda- 
tion is provided in the several Metropolitan Workhouses for 997 such 
persons. 

But the accommodation is very unequally distributed. 

In some Unions and Parishes the provision appears to be sufficient ; 
in others, however, it is manifestly inadequate ; and the Board have 
reason to suppose that in the latter cases a serious and unequal 
burden is, in consequence, cast upon those neighbouring Unions and 
Parishes which have incurred the expense of providing the requisite 
wards. 

The attention of the Board, as the Guardians are aware, has on 
several previous occasions been directed to this important subject ; 
and some years ago the Legislature, by the Act 7 & 8 Vict.. ¢. 101., 
sanctioned a scheme for erecting district asylums for the reception of 
the wandering and casual poor of the Metropolis. 

Owing to various causes, the chief of which was a want of co- 
operation on the part of several of the Boards of Guardians, that 
scheme, after an inquiry by a Committee of the House of Commons: 
was abandoned.

In 1858 the Poor Law Board, by a circular, again referred to the 
defects in the mode of administering relief to vagrants and houseless 
poor in the Metropolitan District, and endeavoured to induce the 
Boards of Guardians, by united action, to exercise the powers conferred 
upon them by the statute already referred to. 


Since that time the Guardians, in a few instances, have provided 
additional accommodation, but throughout the district generally the 
same defects continue to prevail. 


The Poor Law Board therefore consider it necessary at this period, 
‘when the winter is rapidly approaching, to remind those who are 
intrusted with the direction and administration of relief, of the nature 
and extent of the obligations which the law has imposed upon them. 


It is a fundamental principle of the Poor Law that every destitute 
person, without reference to the question of settlement or residence, 
is primarily entitled to relief where he is actually destitute, and it is 
the duty of the Guardians to see that all necessary and reasonable 
arrangements are made for affording to every such person the requisite 
relief—whether in food, clothing, medical attendance, or lodging, 

The meet these requirements, the parochial authorities are em- 
powered to raise all necessary sums by local taxation. 


With respect to the vagrant and houseless poor, it is obvious that 
the kind of relief required, in the night at least, is not so much food 
and clothing, as lodging. 

It is unnecessary 10 remark, that to provide lodging for every ap- 
plicant indiscriminately in this’ vast Metropolis would encourage 
vagrancy and imposture of the worst description, and perpetuate all 
those evils which were pointed out by the Board, in their Minute of 
the 4th of August 1848. 


_ But the obligation upon the Guardians and their officers to afford 
the requisite relief to all really destitute applicants is, nevertheless, 
imperative, and cannot be evaded. 


The next consideration, therefore, which arises, is with respect to 
the manner in which relief can be provided with the least liability 
to abuse. 

In every Union, or Parish not comprised in a Union, there should 
be, either in the workhouse or elsewhere, proper and sufficient wards, 
according to the special circumstances of the locality, for destitute 
wayfarers and wanderers, and means, such as the law contemplates 
and the Poor Law Board have frequently suggested, should be pro- 
vided with the view of testing the real condition of each applicant. 

In Unions and Parishes where the existing wards and workhouse 
accommodation may be insufficient, the Board consider that it is the 
duty of the Guardians to make such further arrangements, whether 
permanent or temporary, as will ensure for every wanderer and way- 
farer actually destitute, and applying there for food and _ shelter, 
sufficient protection and relief for the night. 

The general duties of those Union Officers who are responsible for 
the actual administration of relief may be briefly explained. | 

The Master of a Workhouse, or in ease of his absence or inability 
to act the Matron, is required to admit every applicant who may 
appear to him or her to require relief through any sudden or urgent 
necessity, although such applicant has not obtained an order of 
admission either from the Guardians, Relieving Officer, or Overseer. 

If the Master and Matron should be both absent from the workhouse 
or incapable of performing their duties at the same time, it is the duty 
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of the Porter to admit and place in the receiving ward any person who 
may apply at the workhouse for relief under similar circumstances. 


The Board have decided that the Master of a Workhouse within 
the Metropolitan District may properly admit, under the above regu- 
lations, any person who may be brought there by a police constable and 
described as having been found abroad in a state of destitution, the 
presumption being that the applicant has been guilty of no offence 
that would authorize his detention in custody. 


It is the duty of the relieving officer also, in every case of sudden 
or urgent necessity, to relieve. every destitute applicant, either by 
offering admission to the workhouse, or providing, so far as prac- 
ticable, all such necessaries as may be actually requisite, without 
reference to the time of application or to the place where the pauper 
has last slept. 


The Board are desirous of impressing upon Boards of Guardians 
the importance of giving special directions to the Master and Matron 
of the Workhouse and also to the porter that, whenever the workhouse 
or vagrant wards are full, they should be extremely careful to inform 
all applicants for admission of the residence of the relieving officer, 
in order that the requisite relief may be supplied by him. 


Printed tickets with the name and residence of the relieving officer 
should be provided and delivered in such cases by the master, ‘matron, 
or porter to every applicant. 


If the applications are likely to be very numerous, and to interfere 
with the ordinary duties of the relieving officer, or to require much 
attention from him in the night, an assistant relieving officer should 
be appointed to attend to these cases exclusively. 


-In several parts of the country arrangements have been made with 
the police to undertake the duties of assistant relieving officers of 
vagrants, and the Board are assured that the adoption of this plan has 
been attended with very beneficial results. 


it will be seen from what has been already stated, that under the 
existing law, if properly and judiciously applied, sufficient arrange- 
ments may be made for affording relief to every destitute person 
without incurring the risk of encouraging vagrancy. 

The Poor Law Board having thus pointed out the requirements of 
the existing law, and the best means of discharging the obligations 
which it imposes, trust that they may rely upon the Guardians and 
their officers to give practical effect to this minute.

this system of administering casual relief.

REMOVAL OF IrRIsH Poor.—CircuLAR LETTER from the Poor Law 
Boarp to BOARDS OF GUARDIANS. 


| Poor Law Board, Whitehall, S.W.., 
Sir, 5th November 1862. 

I am directed by the Poor Law Board to bring under the notice 
of the Guardians the present state of the law as regards the removal 
of Irish paupers from England. 

The statutes which now apply to this subject are the 8 & 9 Vict. 
¢..117., 10 & 11 Vict.. ¢,.33., 12 &, 13 Vict. ¢. 103. sect. 3., .24 &, 25 
Vict. c. 76., and the 26 & OT Milcts, G..60), 

If any person born in Ireland not settled in England becomes 
chargeable to any parish or Union by reason of relief given to himself 
or herself or to his wife or to any legitimate or bastard child such 
person, his wife, and any child so chargeable are liable to be removed 
to Ireland.—8 & 9 Vict. ¢. 117. 

But this general proposition is modified by the provisions contained 
in the statutes which prevent the removal of paupers who have 
acquired a status of irremovability, namely, the 9 & 10 Vict. c. 66., 
and the 24 & 25 Vict. c. 55., which apply to Irish as well as other 
paupers ; moreover the justices or magistrate who shall be applied to 
for the warrant have in every case a discretion as to the granting or 
refusing it.—8 & 9 Vict. c. 117. sect. 2. 

If the Guardians complain of the chargeability to any justice of the 
peace, he may, if such person do not attend voluntarily, summon him 
to appear before two justices at a time and place to be named in the 
summons.—(Ib.) But a Guardian, relieving officer, or overseer of 
any parish or union may take and convey before two justices any such 
poor person who shall become chargeable to any parish in England, 
and who he may have reason to believe is liable to be removed under 
the 8 & 9 Vict. c. 117. without summons or warrant (10 & 11 Vict. 
c. 33. sect. 1.), and when so doing shall have all the rights, privileges, 

powers, and immunities of a constable.—Ib. sect. 3. 

No application, however, for the warrant of removal shall be heard 
and determined except by two or more justices in petty sessions 
assembled, or by a stipendiary magistrate or a Metropolitan police 
magistrate sitting in his court ; which justices or magistrate (as the 
case may be) shall see such poor person or the person who is the head 
of the family proposed to be removed, and shall be satisfied that every 
person who is proposed to be removed by the warrant is in such a 
state of health as not to be liable to suffer bodily or mental injury by 
the removal.—2-4 & 25 Vict. c. 76. sect. 1. 

The warrant is only to be granted on the application of the relieving 
officer or other officer of the Guardians of the Union or parish where 
such poor person shall be chargeable, though, as appears from the 
form of the warrant in the schedule to the 26 & 27 Vict. c. 89. the 
complaint must be that of the Guardians. 

And this warrant is required to contain— 

1. The name and reputed age of every person ordered to be removed 

by virtue of it: 

2. The name of the place in Ireland where the justices or magistrate: 
shall find such person to have been born, or to have last resided, 
for the space of three years. 

3. And a statement of such examination having been made as to 
the state of the health of every person ordered to be removed 
as provided by the 24 & 25 Vict. c. 76. sect. 1. 

C 2 
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Tt must be addressed to the party applying for the same (i.e., the 
Guardians of the parish or union) and to the Guardians of the union 
in Ireland to which the poor person is to be removed, and a copy of it, 
obtained at the cost of the applicants, must be given to the person, or, 
where a family is removed, to the head of the family about to be 
removed by virtue of it. 

The form of the warrant set forth in the 26 & 27 Vict. c. 89. 
contains, however, all the allegations which are required to be made. 

It will be seen that the pauper is to be sent to the place of his birth 
or residence in Ireland, 

But there are two exceptions— 

1. It is provided in the 24 & 25 Vict. c. 76. sect. 2., that in the 
case of any native of Ireland, who shall have been absent from 
Treland less than 12 months, the pauper may, if the Guardians 
applying for the warrant, and the justices or magistrate issuing 
it think fit, be removed to any other place, with the pauper’s 
consent. : 

This proviso will enable the Guardians to remove to some place on 
the coast, or in the interior of Ireland, as may be found most 
convenient, those paupers who come over to England for temporary 
purposes, and, becoming destitute, apply for relief. As there is no 
compulsion upon the Guardians to adopt this course, they will, 
doubtless, exercise due caution in these cases. 

2. The second provision, which is also contained in the same statute, 
applies as a supplement to the general enactment. It provides 
that in any case where the justices or magistrates shall not be 
‘able to ascertain upon the evidence before them the place of 
birth or residence they shall order the pauper to be removed to 
the port in Ireland which shall, in the judgment of such justices, 
under the circumstances of the case, be most convenient. 


Upon obtaining the warrant the Guardians are required to send a 
copy of it, by post, to the clerk of the Board of Guardians of the 
union in Ireland to which such poor person is ordered to be removed. 
This is to be done forthwith (see note to the form of warrant), ce. 
within a reasonable time after it shall have been obtained. 

They are also to send a copy of the depositions taken in the case, if 
the same shall at any time within three months from the date of the 
warrant be required by any such Board of Guardians, 24 & 25 Vict. 
ec, 76. sect. 38. As no provision is made in regard to the cost they 
must do so at their own expense, but this will be very trifling. 

The warrant must order the removal to be made to the place men- 
tioned therein, as pointed out above, and it must order the persons 
charged with the execution thereof, that is the Guardians of the union 
or parish applying for the warrant (see the form) to cause the poor 
person to be safely conveyed to the place mentioned therein, and to be 
delivered at the Workhouse of the union which comprises this place. 
See 24 & 25 Vict. c. 76, sect. 4., 26 & 27 Vict. c. 89. sect. 1. 

It will be incumbent therefore for the Guardians to provide for the 
conveyance of the pauper who is to be removed to the place in Ireland, 
whether on the coast or in the interior, in such manner as they shail 
find most practicable and suitable with reference to the age and sex 
of the persons to be removed. The clause in the 8 & 9 Vict. ec. Lits 
which provided for the regulations of the justices at the quarter 
sessions has been repealed by the 26 & 27 Vict. c. 89. sect. 3. 

In the Metropolis, and perhaps in other parts of the country, persons 
are to be found who have acted as agents for the conveyance of Irish 
paupers to Ireland, and doubtless arrangements can still be made with 
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such persons for the due execution of the warrants to be in future 
issued. But where such agents do not exist, or engagements cannot 
be made with them, the Guardians must make special arrangements 
by sending a competent and eases person with the pauper to 
the place of ultimate destination. 

To facilitate the removal of these paupers it is enacted that every 
person to whom any such warrant shall be delivered for the purpose 
of being carried into execution, shall hold in safe custody every poor 
person mentioned therein until such person shall have arrived at the 
place to which he is ordered to be removed, and shall for this purpose 
have the authority of a constable in every county and place (in England ~ 
or Ireland) through which he may pass in the due execution of such 
warrant.—8 & 9 Vict. c. 117. sect. 3., 26 & 27 Vict. c. 89. sect. 2. 

On the other hand, any person being employed in the execution of 
the warrant, who shall wilfully desert any person mentioned therein, 
before he or she shall have been conveyed to the place of destination, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and be liable to a fine not exceeding 
101., or, in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
three months.—26 & 27 Vict. c. 89. sect. 4. 

Although, as already observed, the mode of conveyance will rest 
with the Guardians, who will exercise their discretion in the matter, 
in one respect the Legislature has interposed a certain restriction 
thereon, as the 24 & 25 Vict. ¢. 76. sect. 6. renders it unlawful to 
remove any woman or child under the age of 14 as a deck passenger 
from England to Ireland during the period from October ] to March 31 
following, that is, during the winter months; and by 26 & 27 Vict. 
c. 89. sect. 5., any person violating this provision is rendered liable to 
a penalty not exceeding 5/., to be recovered on a summary conviction, 
and as the offence is to be deemed to have been committed at the port 
where the poor person shall be landed, the prosecution must take 
place in Ireland. 

The statute 8 & 9 Vict. c. 117., contained a clause which provided 
for an appeal by the Board of Guardians in Ireland, who felt them- 
selves to be aggrieved by the removal, but it proved to be of little 
avail, and was repealed by the 24 & 25 Vict. c. 76. sect. 7. In the 
- Act of last session, however, another clause has been introduced 
(sect. 7.), whereby the Poor Law Commissioners in Ireland are autho- 
rized, on the application of a Board of Guardians therein, to institute. 
a preliminary i inquiry into the circumstances attending the removal of 
any poor person under such warrant; and after such i inquiry, if they 
see fit, to appeal before the quarter sessions in England against the 
order of removal; and such appeal will be tried with the like incidents 
and the like consequences as in the case of an appeal against an order 
of removal. 

For the forms of the warrants substituted for that contained in the 
8 & 9 Vict. c. 117. the Board refer the Guardians to the schedules to 
the 26 & 27 Vict. c. 89., which contain two forms :—one, where the 
removal is made to the place of birth or residence; the second, where 
it is made to some other place. 

In conclusion, the Board have to add that where the place from 
which the pauper is removed is comprised in a Union, the removal 
must be at the expense of such Unior.—See 8 & 9 Vict. c. 117. sect. 2. 

Such appears to be a summary of the present law on this subject.

Superannuations (Union Officers) Copy of Bill referred to above. 


A Bitz to provide for Superannuation Allowances to Officers of Unions and 
Parishes. 


WHEREAS it is expedient that provision should be made to enable superannuation 
allowances to be granted to officers of unions and parishes who become disabled by 
infirmity or age to discharge the duties of their offices: Be it therefore enacted by 
the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the lords 
spiritual and temporal, and commons, in this present parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 


1. That the Guardians of any union or parish may, at their discretion, with the 
consent of the Poor Law Board, grant to any officer in their service who shall 
become incapable of discharging the duties of his office with efficiency, by reason of 
permanent infirmity of mind or body, or of old age, upon his resigning or otherwise 
ceasing to hold his office, an annual allowance not exceeding in any case two thirds 
of his then salary, and shall charge such allowance to the same fund as that to which 
such salary would have been charged if he had continued in his office. 


2. This allowance shall be payable to or in trust for such officer only, and shall 
not be assignable for nor chargeable with his debts or other liabilities. 


3. No officer shall be entitled to such allowance on the ground of age who shall 
not have completed the full age of sixty years, and been an officer of some union or 
parish for twenty years at the least. ; 


4. No grant shall be made without one month’s previous notice, to be specially 
given in writing to every Guardian of the union or parish of the proposal to make 
such grant, and the time when it shall be brought forward. 


5. The words herein used shall be interpreted in. the manner prescribed by the 


Statute of the fourth and fifth years of William the Fourth, chapter seventy-six, and 
the subsequent Acts amending or explaining the same.

Minute referred to in the above Letter. 


November 1863. 

The Board had under further consideration the provisions of the “ Lunacy Acts 
Amendment Act, 1862,” s.8. as explained by the second section of the ‘‘ Lunacy Acts 
Amendment Act, 1863,” empowering the visitors of any asylum, with the approval 
of the Commissioners in Lunacy and the President of the Poor Law Board, to make 
arrangements with the Guardians of any parish or union within the district for 
which the asylum has been provided for the removal from the asylum to the Work- 
house of such parish or union, and the reception and care therein of a limited number 
of chronic lunatics, chargeable to the same, or any other parish or union. 


Resolved as follows : 

1. The arrangements authorized are, in the opinion of the Board, intended to 
meet the deficiency of accommodation in asylums, and to enable visitors, in special 
cases, to make provision for the immediate reception into the asylums of all recent 
and probably curable cases. The Legislature clearly did not contemplate the re- 
ception into workhouses generally of the chronic patients referred to, and the 
constitution thereby of a number of small lunatic establishments; but the selection 
by the visitors of one or more workhouses, in which adequate accommodation, care, 
and attendance can be ensured. Consequently all applications for the approval of the 
Commissioners, must originate with visitors of asylums; and no such application 
received directly from a Board of Guardians can be entertained. 

2. Proper rules and regulations, modified according to circumstances, will be 
required to be prepared and approved. In the meantime the Board consider and 
determine that the following conditions are (amongst others) indispensable, and will, 
in all cases, be insisted on, viz. : 

(1.) Separate wards properly constructed, arranged, and furnished for the 
patients of the respective sexes. ‘The dormitories to be distinct from the day-rooms, 
and the former to afford cubical space per patient of 500 feet, and the latter 400. 
Single bedrooms to contain at least 600 cubic feet. 

(2.) A liberal dietary analogous to that of the asylums. 

(3.) Ample means of out-door exercise and recreation. 

(4.) Due medical visitation. 

(5.) Properly qualified paid attendants. 

(6.) Medical and other registers; records similar to those in use in licensed 
houses. -

facturing Districts, which has thrown so large a number of operatives 
out of employment, he thinks it important, after consultation with the 
President of the Poor Law Board, that the attention of your Board 
should be called to the powers conferred by the Local Government Act 
for works of local improvement, and for raising the money required 
for such works on the security of rates under the Act, to be repaid in 
terms varying from a maximum of 30 years in ordinary cases to one 
of 50 years under special circumstances. 
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The works for which powers are given include,— 

1. Sewerage and drainage works ; 

2. Works of water supply ; 

3. The making of new streets and roads ; 

4. The widening, levelling, paving, and improving of existing 
streets ; 

5. Providing and laying out. recreation grounds, walks, and parks ; 
and 

6. Providing markets. 


Works of land drainage now in progress in some parts of Lancashire 
show that many of the able-bodied men lately employed in the cotton 
mills are competent to use the spade and execute earthwork operations 
in an efficient manner; and it is for the Local Board to consider 
whether by employing this description of labour at fair wages they 
might not, while carrying out improvements needed in their district, 
lighten the pressure on the ratepayers, and avert from the unemployed 
the evil consequences inseparable from long dependence on alms or 
parochial relief. 

All applications to the Secretary of State for his sanction to borrow 
the money required for such improvements as I have enumerated will 
receive his immediate attention. 

An inspector from the Local Government Act Office, viz., Mr. Raw- 
linson, C.E., has already been sent into Lancashire for the purpose of 
advising with the authorities in some of the more distressed towns, as 
to the works which are required there, and which are best adapted for 
affording employment for the operatives now out of work, and he will 
be prepared to visit your town or district with that view, if it should 
be considered necessary or expedient that he should do so.

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The works authorized by the Act include,— 
. Sewerage and drainage works ;

6. Providing markets. 

The sum that may be raised for these purposes is, in ordinary cases, 
one year’s assessable value of the rateable property of the district, but 
under special circumstances it may be increased to double that amount. 

In the former class of cases its repayment is distributable over a 
period of 30, in the latter over one of 50 years. 

It is proper to state that although the sanction of the Secretary of 
State for the Home Department is necessary before any money can be 
borrowed under the Act, the direction and control of the works rest 
entirely with the local authority. 

An inspector from the Local Government Act Office, viz. Mr. Raw- 
linson, C.E., has already been sent into Lancashire, for the purpose of 
advising with the authorities in some of the most distressed places, as 
to the works which are required in their respective districts, and which

On the 29th April 1863, I received instructions from the Right 
Honourable Sir George Grey, Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of 
State for the Home Department, as under :—

” «TT Have to request that you will forthwith proceed to the cotton 
manufacturing district, and visit the principal towns situated in it. 

“Tt is desirable that you should communicate with the corporate 

~and other local authorities of these towns, who, I have no doubt, will 
be disposed to give you every assistance in the prosecution of your 
inquiries. 

‘¢ You will then Cnet to inspect such towns and their suburbs, 
and ascertain the character of the drainage ; the quantity and _ quality 
of the water supplied; the condition of the streets ; ; the provision 
made for parks or pleasure grounds for the recreation of the inhabi- 
tants, and the general sanitary arrangements of each locality. 

“ You will form your opinion as to what works of utility, profit, or 
ornament are capable of being executed ; and you will make, as far 
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as possible, an estimate in each case of the cost of such works ; ‘you 
will lay your suggestions upon these points before the local, authorities, 
and explain to them the beneficial results which you believe might be 
obtained by the execution of these works, both in the improvement of 
the towns and in the employment of the distressed operatives, at a 
fair rate of wages, which latter is the immediate and pressing object 
for which works of this nature are mainly to be undertaken. Your 
intimate acquaintance with the provisions and working of the Local 
Government Act, and the Public Health Act, will enable you to 
explain to the authorities of the towns where those Acts are in opera- 
tion, the large powers and facilities afforded by them for the execution 
of works of the character referred to; and you will point out to the 
authorities of populous places which have not yet adopted these Acts, 
the advantages which might result from their adoption. 

“ You will transmit from time to time, reports of your proceedings 
to the President of the Poor Law Board. In the first instance, it will 
be sufficient to send to him a statement of the works which, in your 
opinion, might be immediately begun, reserving minute details for 
subsequent reports. 

“ You will also state what assistance you may require in the execu- 
tion of these instructions, bearing in mind the importance of. losing no 
time in effecting the object for which this duty has been confided to

In Oldham, main sewers are required ; -street improvements, and a 
public park. Some 100,000/. may be advantageously expended in 
Oldham, if work required to be done can legally be undertaken at 
once. The corporation will not, however, at present undertake the 
whole of such works. If land can be obtained for a public park this . 
would be made at once, and some 500 men may be profitably employed 
during six months, 


Glossop. 


There is a population in Glossop of about 12,000, and an annual 
rateable value of about 52,0001. 

There is not any form of local government in Glossop other than 
parish authority. 
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There is no general system of main sewerage nor drainage. 

There is a private water supply. 

If a local government existed in Glossop, 20,0001. might be profitably 
employed on main sewers, on roads and streets, and in extending the 
waterworks. | . 

The adoption of the Local Government Act has, up to this time, 
been objected to. The Act was, however, framed to enable such 
places to obtain local power for self-government in the cheapest and 
best manner. 


Rochdale. 


I have had an interview with the corporation of Rochdale, but have 
not had time to obtain details of the works which may be beneficially 
undertaken. 

Population, 1861 ~ - 388,164 


Main sewers are required. Streets and roads may be improved. 

The corporation are willing to undertake the formation of a park 
and recreation grounds if land can be obtained. 

Main sewers, streets, roads, and new park would require an expen- 
diture of about 70,0002. It appears that the corporation, under an 
existing Act, can borrow an additional sum of 40,000/. 

The inquiry was most warmly supported by the corporation. A 
committee of the town council has been formed, and the borough 
surveyor will prepare estimates for works forthwith. 


Stockport. 


The population of Stockport in 1861 was 54,682. 

The annual rateable value, 148,2271. 

The borough of Stockport is governed under the powers of a local 
AC, 10° Vicé,. c. 26, 

There is a public park at Stockport. 

Main sewers require to be completed. 

Streets and roads require to be formed, improved, and paved. 

The river requires to be cleansed. 

The borough surveyor is to make out estimates, and a committee of 
the town council has been appointed to inquire and report to them as 
to local improvements of a beneficial character, which may be under- 
taken with a view to the employing adult factory hands now out of 
work. 

The mayor and town council have taken the question up in earnest. 
There will be legal and financial difficulties which, however, they will 
strive to master. | 

In the several towns of Accrington, Burnley, Bolton, Bacup, Chorlton, 
Croston, Denton, Over Darwen, and Wigan, works of improvement are 
required, and will be undertaken if legal and financial difficulties can 
be removed. So far as I have yet visited and inspected the distressed 
towns in Lancashire and Cheshire, I find work requiring to be done, - 
able-bodied men out of work, and the local authorities willing to 
consider the proposition of devising “work for wages ” for the willing 
workers amongst the distressed cotton operatives. Legal power and 
money are, however, required in many instances. 

The Local Government Act offers legal power at no cost; but there 
has been and now is a prejudice against this Act. Deputations from 
Oldham and some other places have, however, visited Preston and 
Wigan to inquire as to the working of the Act, and the replies being 
satisfactory some of this prejudice has been removed.

Many of the public have entertained the notion that government 
intended to set out large works, and execute the same independently 
of the local authorities. J have in all cases explained that all works 
undertaken must be devised, superintended, executed, and paid for by 
the several local authorities. 

Objections have been taken to the proposed scheme of works, viz. :— 

“ That a time of general distress is not favourable to large expendi- 
ture on local works not directly productive. 

“ That the cotton operatives out of work cannot, with advantage, 
execute the proposed works. | 

“ That necessarily a large proportion of the money required must 
be paid to skilled labour other than distressed cotton operatives, and 
for materials.” 

The reply is :—The able-bodied men, now out of work, must either 
be maintained out of the poor’s rates, or by work in the towns. The 
present system will ruin the men, if persevered in over another year. 
Relief to able men is ever demoralizing. 

The best of the distressed cotton operatives both can and will doa 
fair day’s work for a fair day’s wages. ‘This I know by past and by 
present experience. I have questioned many of the men, and they are 
willing and anxious to work. 

Much of the money required will necessarily be expended on skilled 
labour and on materials. But within one month after commencing 
fairly to work the best of the distressed cotton operatives will have 
become, in a degree, “skilled labourers,” in excavating, in trenching, 
and in street and road forming. ‘There are difficulties to be overcome, 
but most of these difficulties rest with the local authorities. But a 
vast amount of useful work may be beneficially undertaken and be 
executed by the best of the distressed men out of employment. 

Large numbers of cotton operatives ought not to be massed. 

The labour should be divided, and there should be practical men to 
lead and to superintend. ; 

Wages should be paid in money, and at short intervals. 

Any loss in the work in the first instance will be more than made up 
to the locality in a saving of the poor’s rate. 

Ihave made arrangements for obtaining more detailed estimates of 
works which may be undertaken in the several towns, and have offered 
my services to (as far as possible) advise the local surveyor, in each 
case, as to works. 3 

I will report further so soon as practicable.

The distressed towns represent in population about one million five 
hundred thousand persons, and a net rateable value of about 4,556,722/. 
My experience in town improvement works generally, and my recent 
inspection and inquiries in the distressed cotton district, lead me to 
the conclusion that one million and a half sterling may be expended 
in permanent improvements of a beneficial character, such as main 
sewerage, drainage, new reservoirs for water supply, forming and 
completing streets, forming suburban roads, forming parks, recreation 
grounds, enclosing waste lands, draining lands, cleansing and improving 
rivers, and other similar works. 3 


There has not been time as yet to have estimates made of the actual 
works required in each town, but details have been taken out which 
show the relative value of land, of materials, of skilled and unskilled 
labour in the several works. ‘The estimates are taken from works 
actually executed, and may be relied upon as not far from the truth. 
Each special case will of course ultimately be estimated on its own 
peculiarities. 


The class of works which will find employment for the largest 
number of unskilled hands will be levelling waste lands, forming parks 
and recreation grounds, baring rock for quarrying, forming suburban 
roads, draining agricultural lands, cleansing and improving rivers, 
forming reservoirs, and other such works. 
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The class of works which will require the largest expenditure in 
material and in skilled labour will be main sewerage, house drainage, 
forming and paving streets, flagging foot walks, and similar works. 

The following details show the relative proportion of the cost of 
materials, skilled labour, unskilled labour, and “plant” for street 
forming, with square sets and with boulder pavement, main sewerage 
works, and reservoir embankments, and for the other works as 
enumerated.

The sum of 431,756/. would provide employment for 12,984 men 
for.one year at 2s. 4d. per day, each man working 285 days and 
earning 33/. 15s. during the year. 


The relief to the towns will be in proportion to the money expended 
on useful works which finds employment for the men resident in such 
towns—-bricklayers, masons, labourers, and distressed operatives. The | 
money paid in wages will find its way to the small tradesmen, many 
of whom are now on the verge of ruin in consequence of the stagnation 
of the cotton trade. 


Main sewers, house drains, and stréet forming and paving, though 
requiring a large per-centage of the estimate for materials and for 
skilled labour, will yet prove of full value to the property, and of great 

advantage to the inhabitants generally. Where towns have increased 
rapidly, streets remain unsewered, and unformed, and unpaved: the 
consequences are, great inconvenience, discomfort, and actual loss. 
There are miles of streets in some of the large towns totally impassable 
to wheeled vehicles in wet weather. 


The rivers flowing through the several towns in Lancashire (and 
also through the manufacturing towns of other counties) have been up 
to this time abused. 


To deepen, cleanse, and improve such rivers will be a great boon to 
the inhabitants on their banks, and will also improve the adjoining 
lands, mills, and house property. 


The beds of many of the rivers in the district have been raised by 
accumulations of refuse, so as to cause injurious flooding, malaria, and . 
disease. 


The question of purification of the rivers must sooner or later be 
taken up locally. Isolated action will not be of much avail. The 
rivers flowing into and through Manchester are fouled by the several 


ae 
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towns and manufactories situate above; as also by refuse from the 
boroughs of Manchester, Salford, and adjoining townships. Manchester 
and Salford, in conjunction with the other towns above, by combined 
action, may form intercepting sewers, and have jurisdiction or powers 
of conservancy over the rivers so as to restore the waters almost to 
their original brightness. The utilization of sewage refuse must 
necessarily be combined with such work ; not so much with a view of 
commercial profit as of increased comfort and health. 


The expenditure of so large a sum of money as one and a half 
million, will apparently only relieve the rates to the extent of 431,7561. 
in the direct employment of distressed operative labour. The actual 
relief will, however, be to a much greater extent, as all the money 
paid for skilled labour, and probably fully 75 per cent. of the money 
paid for materials, will be expended in the district, so that the local 
rates will be relieved to an extent much larger than the figures 28°8 
per cent. on unskilled labour indicate. Stone, gravel, flags, bricks, 
paving stone, kerbstone, tiles, and similar materials will be provided, 
and the money paid will to a great extent be expended in the district. 

Details showing the cost of main sewage in 10 towns where works 
have actually been carried out, with the amounts required per annum 
to pay the interest, and to repay the principal in 380 and 50 years are 
given in Appendix A. 

The objections to the Local Government Act are answered in the 


letter from the town clerk of the ee of Preston, which is hereto

BOROUGH OF PRESTON. 


The Public Health Act, 1848, has been in force in Preston since August 1850, and 
the Local Government Act, 1858, since the passing of the same. -The Corporation is 
the Local Board. 

Previously to the introduction of the Public Health Act into Preston the control 
of the streets and the lighting and cleansing of the town were vested in commissioners 
under a Private Act passed in 1815. All owners and occupiers of property above 
certain rentals might act as commissioners, and there was no limit to the number of 
commissioners, 

Such of the powers of the commissioners, as were beneficial and not inconsistent 
with the Public Health Act, were transferred tu the corporation by an Order in 
Council, which was confirmed by Act of Parliament. 

If the Public Health Act had not been adopted, it would have been necessary to 
have applied to Parliament for an amended Act, as the Act of 1815 was found to be 
very defective, and not suitable to the altered circumstances of the town; the 
population had increased from about 19,000 in 1815 to about 68,000 in 1850. 

The Public Health Act worked very well; some defects were discovered which 
were -in a great measure remedied by the Local Government Act, 1858: by that Act 
greater powers are given to Local Boards. 

The most valuable provisions of the “ Towns Improvement Clauses Act, 1847,” 
“The Towns Police Clauses Act, 1847,” ‘‘ The Markets and Fairs Clauses Act, 
1847,” and the “ Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845,” are incorporated with the 
Local Government Act, and the powers thereby given are conferred upon Local 
Boards. 

If the Public Health Act and Local Government Act had not been in force in 
Preston the corporation could not have had the benefit of the above provisions 
without the expense of an Act of Parliament. 

One valuable provision of the Local Government Act is the power given to local 
authorities to purchase property without the necessity of obtaining a Private Act of 
Parliament. 

We have repeatedly found the advantage of being under the Local Government 
Act.- I may mention that by the Public Health Act money borrowed for sewerage 
works had to be repaid within 30 years. By the Local Government Act power was 
given to extend this period to 50 years with the sanction of the Secretary of State. 

This sanction has been obtained in Preston without any expense. 

By the Preston Waterworks Act, 1853, a sinking fund was to be commenced 
within seven years from the passing of the Act to repay the money borrowed. It 
was found necessary not only that this period should be extended, but that the 
corporation should be enabled to borrow more money on the Waterworks account 
than was provided for by the-Act. The Secretary of State under the powers given 
to him by the Local Government Act consented to extend the time for repayment of 
money ‘borrowed, and also allowed the corporation to borrow a further sum of money, 
and all this has been done without any expense. 

If we had not been under the Local Government Act a Private Act of Parliament 
would have been necessary for these purposes. It may be objected, that we are under. 
the control of government and a centralizing system. From 12 years’ experience 
we have found there is really nothing in these objections. We have carried out all 
the powers of the Acts of Parliament to a very great extent in repairing our public 
streets, cleansing the town, constructing a very extensive system of sewerage works 
through both public and private property, causing nearly all the houses in the town 
to have house drains, and a sufficient supply of water ; sewering, repairing, and 
making good upwards of 200 private streets ; lighting the town; supporting an 
efficient fire brigade; regulating the tolls of our markets; and in making and 
enforcing proper regulations in respect to slaughter houses, lodging houses, and street 
cleansing: and all these have been done without any interference by government. 

Under the Local Government Act, Local Boards, with the sanction of a Secretary 
of State, have powers to borrow an amount not exceeding two years’ assessable value 
of the premises assessable within the district, for the execution of certain works, such 
amount to be repaid within a period not exceeding 50 years. 

By the Public Health Act Commissioners of Public Works may make advances 
to Local Boards. 

We have had no difficulty in obtaining the necessary consent to borrow money. 
We have shown what works we intended to execute, and consent has been given. 
Instead of this being objectionable, we have found it advantageous; because upon 
more than one occasion we have received valuable suggestions and advice from the 
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Engineer of the Local Government Act Office, which have been adopted, and 
considerable saving has been thereby effected. 

Time and experience will discover defects in all: systems. If you are under Private 
Acts of Parliament you can get the defects amended only by another Act of Parlia- 
ment, which is of course attended with much expense; but if you are under the 
Public Health Act, you get the advantage of any public measure without expense. 

I think more money should be placed at the disposal of the Commissioners of 
Public Works to make advances to Local Boards at a reasonable rate of interest for 
the execution of works. 1 

I think the provisions with respect to the repair of private streets should be 
simplified. Instead of it being necessary to serve notices upon owners and occupiers, 
it should be sufficient to insert a notice in a public newspaper. We have not bad one 
instance in upwards of 200 streets where the owners or occupiers have ever done the 
work required, Practically, it is impossible that they can do the work where there 
are several owners in a street.

; Town Clerk’s Office, Wigan, 
My prar SIR, 29th May 1863. 

I wave perused the letter of Mr. Robert Ascroft, Town Clerk of Preston, of 
the 28th instant, and concur with the opinions contained therein, inasmuch as our 
case is almost parallel to his own, except that no portion of our borough has been in 
the hands of commissioners, and we have had litigation with the owners of property 
after private improvement work has been executed, and large sums of money 
expended. In one case of appeal from the justices’ decision we had notice in which 
there were nineteen objections, all of which were purely technical, and not one of 
them on the merits of the case. 

Such a state of things ought not to be allowed, but in case of appeal it should be to 
the Home Secretary, who should decide the question between the parties upon the 
merits of the case, as in the 120th section of the Public Health Act, 1848.

I pre to report upon the operation and progress of the Public 
Works (Manufacturing Districts) Act, 1863. — 


Table I., appended to this Report, shows the boroughs, townships, 
and district which have made application for loans, the local authority 
from Which the application issues, the date of application, the amount 
of the several loans ordered by the Poor Law Board up to the 
14th instant, the date of the Board’s order, together with a statement 
of the estimated cost of the various public works among which it is 
proposed to apportion the loans. 


Table II. shows the quantities and description of the various public 
works, in yards and miles and in acres respectively. 

Table III. shows the number of persons, distinguishing the factory 
operatives from the skilled labourers, who were employed upon the 
public works at the date of my last return. 

Table IV. contains a list of the places in the counties of Lancaster, 
Chester, and Derby, which have adopted the provisions of the Local 
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Government Act, 1858 (or portions of the Act), since the Ist January 
1863. A number of these places have taken this step in order to 
constitute themselves a local authority within the meaning, and with 
power to carry out the provisions, of “The Public Works Act.” 


Table V. contains a list of places, together with the several amounts 
for which it may be expected that application will be made within the 
next two months. The total sum of this list is 494,000/. These 
amounts may vary, and there are probably other applications of which 
intimation has not reached me. I have little doubt but that these will, 
together, fully absorb the remainder of the 1,500,000/. set apart for 
the purposes of this Act. 


With reference to Table I., the amount ordered by the Board on the 
14th instant was 883,706l. In addition to this sum, applications to the 
amount of 46,1002. are now under the consideration of the Board. 
These totals, together with those portions. of the several applications 
which were not considered by the Board to come within the meaning 
of the Act of Parliament, make up the gross sum of the applica: 
tions upon which I havé had the honour to report, amounting to 
1,037,228. 

In respect, therefore, to the money devoted to the purposes of this

No application for a loan under the provisions of this Act has been - 
entirely rejected. In three or four cases I have felt it necessary to 
advise the Board to refuse some portion of the amount applied for. 
Three of the applications included a sum which it was intended to 
devote to the erection or enlargement of town halls, which, though 
works of “ permanent utility,” did not fulfil the requirement of being 
‘a sanitary improvement.” In one case it was proposed to devote a 
portion of a loan to the drainage of a coal mine, but deeming this a 
questionable improvement to the estate, 1 advised ‘that this portion be 
disallowed. In cases where the amount applied'for has exceeded the 
estimates, the surplus has been disallowed, and also where the amount 
applied for has exceeded the rateable value of the property assessed to 
the relief of the poor, within the jurisdiction of the local authority 
making the application. 


Of the twin purposes of the Public Works Act, the execution of 
works of public utility and sanitary improvement, and providing em- 
ployment for indigent factory operatives, under all circumstances, the 
first is the more important. At the time of the passing of the ‘Act, 
with the uncertain and dangerous prospect of the autumn and winter 
months, great anxiety was felt as to the latter purpose. But against 
the employment of such large numbers as were then calculated upon, 
many circumstances have militated, some of which perhaps are not 
now to be regretted. Chief among these must be mentioned the 
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admirable and perfect system of relief administered so liberally, and 
yet so wisely, by the Central Relief Committee, aided by 170 local 
committees, whose action centred ‘in, and whcse bounty has been 
mainly drawn from, the Central Relief Committee. This liberal relief 
has spread a feeling of contentment throughout the superior classes, 
who by this means have been, to a great extent, disburdened of their 
responsibility—a feeling which operated prejudicially against the em- 
ployment of the distressed cotton “ hands” upon the public works. 
This feeling does not amount to apathy in the local authorities, but it 
has certainly influenced their decision as to the character of works to 
be undertaken in their respective neighbourhoods, and may have 
tended to prolong their deliberations. . 

With reference to the character of works undertaken, the great 
bulk of the expenditure will be upon sewerage and street improvement 
works, including the formation, paving, flagging, channelling, and 
kerbstones of streets. Of the 883,706. already ordered by the Board, 
it is intended to expend 149,849/. 17s. 6d. in the former, and 425,4070. 
2s. Gd. in the latter class of works; amounting togetler to 575,2571L, 
or 65 per cent. of the total sum. The length of sewerage works thus 
undertaken is 227,083 yards, or 129 miles. ‘The area of paving and 
street works undertaken, in respect of the above-mentioned sum, is 
2,411,109 square yards, or about 500 acres; the length of streets being 
234,866 yards, or 145 miles. 


In my Report dated the 30th of May 1863, I stated that “ the class 
“ of works which will require the largest expenditure in material and 
“in skilled labour will be main sewerage, house drainage, forming 
“ and paving streets, flagging footwalks, and similar works.” I then 
referred to this class of works as affording the minimum of employment 
for unskilled and indigent operatives. But these street and road im- 
provement works do include an amount of earthwork equal to about 
1,000,000 cubic yards, which is affording a considerable amount of 
employment, and will afford much more, for unskilled labour. In the 
construction of sewers, a rapidly increasing number will be employed ; 
and as a striking instance of the skilk some have already acquired, I 
may mention that an experienced guardian lately laid before his Board 
a complaint that the men at work near his residence were not factory 
operatives ; but upon inquiry it was found that he had formed an 
erroneous conclusion from their healthy looking faces, and from the 
skilful manner in which they wielded their implements. A practical 
instance of their superior industry upon measured work came also 
under my notice, where, while the men were working as “ a labour 
test,” they had earned 7-8ths of a penny per day ; but within two 
a te change was made from “test” to “ measured work,” 
a earned wages exceeding 2s. per day—the work being 
measured and priced, on both occasions, at the same rate. 


Considering the very defective sanitary condition of nearly all the 
borqughs, towns, and townships in the manufacturing districts, I cannot 
think it matter for regret that the local authorities have, in every 
application for loans to carry out public works, made the interests of 
the property to be affected their first consideration. The peace and 
order of the district has been completely maintained ; relief for the 
destitute, in money, food, and clothing, has.never been wanting ; and 
now that it is felt the distress will soon be declining, never to > atieie 
again in all its recent severity, there is reason for satisfaction in the 
reflection that the improvement of the district, rather than the employ- 


ment of the operatives, will have be 
aE L en the useful anc ‘ "i 
of The Public Wore Act.” and enduring result 
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Those street works to which I have referred afford indirect employ- 
ment for a large number ef men in quarries and in carting ; they 
greatly benefit, by causing a largé expenditure within the towns, the 
class of small shopkeepers, whose sufferings during this crisis have 
been hardly second to those of the operatives. And, besides this, they 
are sanitary works of the highest value. For it has been the custom, 
almost without exception, in the towns of this district, for the smaller 
class of houses to be built in parallel rows, without any care being 
taken to arrange the levels of the ground floors, or to prepare the 
surface of the streets. Very generaily the space in front of each house 
has served as a common dirt heap, upon which refuse of all kinds has 
been indiscriminately thrown. In bad weather many of these thickly- 
populated streets are, except upon the footways, absolutely impassable, 
and the filthy roadways stand high above the doorsills of the houses. 
In such neighbourhoods it would be impossible to point to any work 
of greater public utility and sanitary improvement than the forming 
and paving of such streets. 

Several causes have contributed to prevent a more rapid adoption 
of the Act. I can, however, report confidently that this delay has 
never been attributed to the mode of procedure, either at the office of 
the Poor Law Board or at this office. A want of sufficient skilled 
professional assistance on the part of the local authorities has retarded 
very many applications. With reference to this deficiency, I published 
a statement that the requirements of the Board, as to plans and esti- 
mates, are limited to the simplest possible identification of the proposed 
work, such as could be prepared by a surveyor’s clerk in a few days 
after the nature and locality of the works were determined and the 
estimates prepared. I have also caused to be printed and circulated 
throughout the district, “ Instructions and Suggestions,” embodying 
the results of my experience upon sewerage works. The local autho- 
rities in many of the larger towns would have acted more’ wisely had 
they, for the purpose of carrying out these extensive works, increased 
their surveyor’s staff. The town of Blackburn had submitted plans, 
and obtained an order for a loan of 78,800/. on the 19th August last ; 
and besides carrying out a considerable portion of these works, the 
town council submitted satisfactory plans and estimates, and obtained 
an order for a further loan of 65,825/. on the 28th October. It is 
evident that what one borough could and did do might have been 
accomplished by others. In the case of private improvement works, it 
has been necessary to give the required notice, which, although 
shortened, is an obvious but necessary cause of delay. 


In referring to Table II., it is shown that a large sum is devoted to 
the construction of waterworks and miscellaneous works. All of these, 
especially the waterworks and land improvement works, afford employ- 
ment for a Jarge per-centage of unskilled labour, amounting probably 
in quantity to as much as 2,000,000 cubic yards of earthwork. The 
works carried out by the Board of Guardians of Glossop, under con- 
tracts with Lord Edward Howard, M. P., have been for months past’ 
of great benefit to the poor of that much distressed Union. ‘The 
Chorley and the Wigan Boards of Guardians have also undertaken 
drainage and other land improvement works upon the estates of 
Mr. Townley Parker and Sir R. T. Gerard, Bart. These instances 
will, I hope, be further useful as examples, 


With respect to Table III., showing the numbers employed upon 
public works during the last week of the past year, it is shown that 
at some places the works are stopped for want of materials, and in - 
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others that, for the reasons stated, the works are not yet commenced. 
To the numbers mentioned in this list, there might be added upwards 
of 2,000 men also engaged in out-door labour, under the direction of 
local authorities, but the wages of these men are not drawn from funds 
furnished by the Public Works Act. There might also be added a 
considerable number who are indirectly employed under the Public 
Works Act, being engaged in procuring materials furnished by con- 
tractors, and needed for carrying out the public works. ‘This return 
also does not include those now employed upon works which, at its 
date, were stopped for want of materials or other causes, or those 
where in several places they have anticipated their application for a 
loan. 


The Public Works Act has not hitherto been made a means of em- 
ploying a very large number of indigent operatives, but the numbers 
so employed are now daily increasing; and should the present state of 
the cotton trade continue, the rate- of increase will be rapid. The 
Public Works Act has been of very great service in affording an 
honourable and efficient test of indigence. Many men have found 
work and wages who, but for these public works, would have remained 
idle at home, existing upon public bounty. It has also been of great 
benefit in proving to the unemployed, and to their employers, that the 
previous mode of life of the operatives does not incapacitate them for 
another mode of getting their livelihood, and it has popularized out- 
door labour among the honest and willing poor of this district—which 
had in this respect suffered from being so extensively used as a “test” 
—in a manner which could not have been effected but by a special 
Act of the Legislature. 7 


It has been thought by some that the Government ought to enforce 
upon local authorities, to which loans have been granted under the 
provisions of this Act, an expenditure in precise accordance with the 
words of its preamble, and to compel them to employ a required 
number of operatives. But with reference to this point, I beg to 
observe that the “ Public Works Act” is not a charitable measure ; 
that it does not carry with it anything like a national grant for the 
benefit of the manufacturing districts. Considering that the Metropo- 
litan Board of Works could at the same time borrow 2,000,000/. of the 
Bank of England at 32 per cent., giving security of the same nature 
as that given for loans under this Act; and considering that the loans 
under this Act are advanced by instalments, each of which necessi- 
tates some trouble and expense on the part of local authorities ; and 
further, that the works are subject to official inspection—lI feel con- 
vinced that any further interference like that suggested would have 
had the effect of preventing a large number of applications from being 
made. ‘The Act has provided these boroughs, townships, and districts 
with the means of employing their able-bodied poor for gvages. The 


chief result, however, will be the sanitary and general improvement 
of the manufacturing districts. cs 


My next Report will, I. confidently hope, show a large addition to 
the numbers of men employed, and increasing benefits to the district, 
from the construction of useful public works,

Office of Public Works ({ Manufacturing Districts) 
Act, 1868, St. Peter’s-square, Manchester, 
Str, 7th April 1864. 
I BEG again to report as to progress made under the powers of 
the Public Works (Manufacturing Districts) Act, 1863. 

Table I. is a list of boroughs, townships, and districts which have, 
up to this date, made application for loans, the local authority from 
which the application issues, date of application, amount of the several 
loans ordered. by the Poor Law Board up to the 14th instant, date of 
Board’s order, together with a statement of the estimated cost of public 
works among which it is proposed to apportion loans. 

Table II. shows quantities and descriptions of the various public 
works, in yards, in miles, and in acres respectively. 

Table II. shows the number of persons (distinguishing factory 
operatives from skilled labourers) who were employed upon public 
works at the date of my last monthly return, 26th March 1864. 

With reference to Table I., the amount ordered by the Board on 
the 5th instant was 1,147,865/. In addition to this sum, applications. 
to the amount of 209,5270. are now under consideration. These totals, 
together with those portions of the several applications which were 
not considered by the Board to come within the meaning of the Act of 
Parliament, make up the gross sum of applications upon which I have 
had the honour to report, amounting to 1,479,4591. - 

In respect, therefore, to the money devoted to the purposes of this 
Act, the present position is as follows :—

Of the works undertaken, the great bulk of expenditure will be 
upon town sewerage and street improvements, including the formation 
of roads, paving, flagging, and channelling of streets. This class of 
works will improve the several districts to the greatest extent. Of 
the 1,147,865/. already ordered by the Board, it is proposed that 
229,5581. 17s. 6d. shall be expended on main sewers, and 555,082. 2s. 6d. 
on street improvement works, amounting together to 784,641/., or 68. 
per cent. of the total sum. 

The length of main sewerage thus undertaken is 344,760 yards, or 
195 miles. ‘The area of paving and street works undertaken in respect 
of the above-mentioned sum of 555,082/. 2s. 6d., is 3,186,768 square 
yards (about 3s. 6d. per square yard). This area makes 658 acres, 
the length of streets being 341,187 yards, or 194 miles, and costing 
about 2,861/. per mile. 

The local authorities fully appreciate the advantages of the Act, as 
there are but few places in the cotton district that have not or will not 
ultimately avail themselves of its provisions. 
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The local authorities have, in most cases, wisely selected works 
which will be of enduring benefit to the population of this district, 
both as facilitating means of traffic and as promoting comfort and 
health. 

In some places to which loans have been granted the local authorities 
have not yet commenced work, but as will be seen from Table IIL, 
annexed to this Report, there are now 49 places in which works are 
actually progressing. With reference to employment afforded by the 
Act, my last monthly return, March 26th (‘Table III. of this Report), 
shows that during the last week in March there were 4,838 men 
directly engaged upon works, of whom 3,435 had been factory opera- 
tives, the average wages of such factory operatives amounting to about 
12s. 6d. per week. Two places make no return. To these 4,838 men 
must be added, as previously intimated, the large number who are 
directly employed under the Public Works Act in obtaining and 
conveying materials furnished by contractors, which both experience 
and inquiry lead me now to estimate at not less than 3,000 additional. 
This makes a total of 7,838 men employed directly and indirectly, and 
receiving payment from funds provided by the Public Works (Manu- 
facturing Districts) Act. 

Some doubt having been thrown upon my estimate of the numbers 
dependent upon these men, the surveyor of one of the most important 
towns (Oldham) was good enough, at my request, to make special 
inquiry, when it was found that 141 men working in that borough 
represented 684 persons, or 4°85 each man. Adopting this estimate, 
with reference to the numbers employed under the Public Works Act 
(7,838), the result would show that there are about 38,014 persons 
supported by means of the public works. 

The measure of the benefits of the Act are however but very 
partially represented by this statement. The public works are popular 
with those who are employed, and the moral effect of the work, in 
prospect as well as in action, has been very valuable in its influences 
upon the unemployed population. 

A number of small shopkeepers have been delivered from a condition 
little above the level of pauperism by the timely expenditure of large 
sums now paid in weekly wages through the provisions of the “ Publie 
Works Act.” 

There are more than 1,000 men (besides those I have now men-’ 
tioned) engaged in out- door labour in the towns of this district, whose 
wages are derived from private funds or from public funds obtained 
before the passing of this oy 629 men are so employed and paid at 
Preston. 

This experiment in acral ought to inculcate a lesson for future 
use, namely, that unskilled men may soon be taught the use of tools, 
where practical means are found to furnish employment. 

The work must, however, be necessary and useful ; the men must 
have reasonable treatment and equitable payment, if possible, by 
measurement. All notion of work as a punishment must be removed, 
and the men must be intelligently and kindly taught.. Many of the 
Lancashire operatives, who never worked outside the walls of a cotton 
mill before this period of distress, can now execute sewer and drain 
trenching in a workmanlike manner, and can even lay and joint sewer 
and drain pipes equal to any skilled labourer. 

The men have, for the most part, striven to be useful, and to escape 
from living on the dole of charity. More men might have been earlier 
at work if in every town and district there had been that diligence 
and willingness which the crisis demanded; but I do not think any 

E 2 
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additional external interference or assistance by Government, or even 
remonstrance, would have done so much as the quiet and silent force 
of local example has done. 

Government provided legal powers and money under certain specified 
and favourable conditions, but did not, in any respect, meddle or dictate 
as to the sort of works to be executed, other than as the Act requires, 
namely, that works must be locally necessary ; nor has Government 
interfered as to the manner of executing such works. Advice has 
been given by myself when asked for. 

The Central Relief Committee has rendered most material assistance 
to the successful working of the Act. This committee has provided 
and distributed to distressed cotton operatives going on public works, 
8,000 suits of warm woollen clothing for winter wear ; as also, 300 
pairs of stout water-tight boots for men working in water ; such wise 
expenditure of money has encouraged men to go on the works; has 
enabled them to bear up against the severity of this severe winter ; 
and, in my opinion, has prevented much sickness and misery, as also, 
saved many lives. 

The works are generally progressing in a very satisfactory manner, 
and the operatives, in increasing numbers, are becoming skilled in the 
labour of carrying them out. 

The returns do not give the actual state of the works in hand. The 
“skilled” and “unskilled” men are in many cases mixed ; but there 
are instances of town sewers and land drains being completely executed 
as respects trenching, timbering, and earthenware pipe laying, by so 
termed unskilled men; that is, by men who previously earned their 
living within the four walls of some cotton factory. Before the coming 
summer is far advanced, I may strike out of my future reports the 
terms “‘ unskilled labourers.” | 

When the vast amount of work now commenced under the Public 
Works Act shall have bsen accomplished, and the 195 miles of main 
sewers are in work, discharging sewage into the nearest watercourse 
or river, other equally necessary and beneficial improvements will 
require to be added ; cesspools and cesspits, now crowded in amongst 
houses, must be abolished, and the refuse must be intercepted from the 
rivers and streams in such manner as to prevent nuisance, and, where 
practicable, improve agriculture. The high death-rate prevailing in 
Lancashire towns has its main cause in the foul cottage cesspit. An 
inspection of any town in the district will show this; and medical 
returns indicate that the prevailing diseases in Lancashire towns are 
those due to foul air. In the Metropolis, the number of waterclosets 
exceeds the number of houses ; cesspools and cesspits have, within the 
last 30 years, been abolished by thousands, even over the flat areas of 
Lambeth and Bermondsey ; soil-pans and waterclosets have been 

‘substituted ; the river Thames has been fouled, but sickness has been 
prevented ; and many lives have been prolonged by the simple abolition 
of the putrid cesspool, and dilution of fermenting refuse in the open 
river. The intercepting sewers now in course of formation in the 
Metropolis will improve the state of the river, and the Metropolis will 
then continue to show a comparatively low death-rate. If the popu- 
lation of Lancashire is placed in a sanitary state only as favourable 
as that of the Metropolis there will be an annual saving of some ten 
thousand lives, and an improved state of health throughout the entire 
population.

Thus the total decrease of pauperism has been 112,761, and to this 
number may be added a decrease of 132,170 in the numbers aided by the 
Local Committees of Charity, making a total of 244,931. But at the 
same time, although this decrease has taken place, there are still 
159,222 paupers, and 104,140 persons not in receipt of parochial 
relief, who are still being relieved by the Local Committees of Charity, 
making a total of 263,362 persons who subsist at present either on the 
poor. rates or on charity ; while, under ordinary circumstances, the 
total number of paupers at this season of the year in the 27 Unions, 
comprising the cotton manufacturing districts, is about 47,400.

You will observe that there has been a slight increase of pauperism 
for the last week ; this increase may be fairiy attributed to the fact 
that at this period of the year pauperism usually increases, and also to 
the fact that in the Union of Rochdale and elsewhere the Local Relief 
Committees have latterly been, to some extent, transferring able- 
bodied men to the books of the Guardians of the poor. 
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‘It will no doubt. be remembered that for the week ended the 8th of 
November 1862 the increase of pauperism was 13,031. 

I have the satisfaction of adding that the provisions of the Pnblic 
Works’ Act are coming generally into operation; that they received 
the cordial support of the Central Executive Committee at Manchester, 
and that they are acknowledged by the local authorities within the 
district to be very serviceable because they are calculated not only to 
give employment for wages to many unskilled operatives now out of 
. work, but to confer permanent benefits on the district generally.

There is, therefore, a decrease in the weekly expenditure of the 
Guardians of the Poor and of the Local Committees of Charity of 
26,6500., or 62°5 per cent. 

The total weekly cost on the 26th ultimo of out-door relief admi- 
nistered by the Guardians of the Poor and by the Local Committees 
of Charity, viz., 16,027/., is at the rate of 833,404/. per annum, or 
2s. 9d. in the pound on the total net rateable value of the 27 Unions 
adverted to. 

In the corresponding week of 1862, the total weekly cost of out- 
door relief administered by the Gurdians of the Poor and by the Local 
Committees of Charity was 42,677/., which was at the rate of 2,219,204 
per annum, or 7s. 44d. in the pound on the total net rateable value of 
the 27 Unions. 

It may now be safely assumed, as it seems to me, that Lancashire 
is undoubtedly mastering her difficulties: and when I remember the 
predictions of disaster and the cry of distress which accompanied the 
first alarm of the cotton famine, it is a satisfaction to me to be enabled 
to state that the manufacturers have passed the climax of this grave 
calamity without much difficulty, and that the unemployed operatives 
have been saved from excessive indigence and demoralization by the 
diligent and gentle care of the Guardians of the Poor and the Local 
Committees of Charity, and by the salutary provisions of those Acts 
of Parliament which were proposed by the Government for the imme- 
diate benefit of these districts. 

One of those Acts was the Public Works (Manufacturing Districts) 
Act, and it is impossible for me to convey to you more clearly or truly 
the estimation in which that Act is generally held in Lancashire than 
by quoting the following passages of a leading article in the “ Man- 
chester Guardian” newspaper :—“ The public works undertaken under 
“ the sanction of the late Act of Parliament will prove of wonderful 
“ advantage to all the localities which have seized the opportunity, 
and thus the temporary distress will have resulted in permanent 
benefit. But, beside this, the execution of the works has been 
“ found, as was anticipated, a most powerful means of arresting the 
‘“¢ progress of poverty and rescuing the unemployed operatives from 
“ the danger of falling into pauperism. Whatever apprehensions once 
“ existed that the cotton districts would require a national subsidy, 
involving an increase of taxation, have entirely vanished, and, 
according to the soundest calculations, we may confidently hope that 
“* the distress has passed its climax.” 

J am enabled to state that there need be no difficulty in now pro- 
viding work for wages for from 10 000 to 12,000 labourers upon public 
works of a permanently beneficial and necessary character within the 
cotton manufacturing districts, for which loans have been already 
ordered by the Poor Law Board ; and I can further state that intima- 
tions have been received from other localities within the same districts 
of forthcoming applications amounting to about 750,000/., making, with 
the orders already issued, a sum of nearly 1,200,000/. Thus, then, not 
only might works of public utility and sanitary improvement be carried 
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out, but they might be made now, when great numbers of the labouring 
and manufacturing classes are thrown out of work, and in a manner 
to afford the local authorities a ready and wholesome means of setting 
to work factory operatives for wages on measured work near their 
own homes. 

I regret to be obliged to inform you that, although the whole of the 
fund at the disposal of the Public Loan Commissioners for the pur- 
poses of the Public Works Act will, without doubt, be forthwith 
absorbed, yet the local authorities, generally speaking, move slowly in 
the matter; and works which, as I think, should be immediately 
undertaken are unnecessarily delayed. 

I will endeavour, as briefly as possible, to state some of the pro- 
minent grounds on which this conclusion appears to be based, because 
they very materially affect the prospects of the factory operatives. © 

You will remember that in November last Mr. Edmund Ashworth 
estimated the supply of cotton which might reasonably be expected in 
this year at about 2,675,000 bales, being, I believe, upwards of 740,000 
bales over the import of 1863, and you will also remember that other 
competent authorities produced other estimates, all of which were 
conscientiously made and closely canvassed ; but that, notwithstanding 
a considerable difference of opinion on this point, it became apparent 
that there was reliable authority for expecting a great enlargement in 
the supply of raw cotton, and the practical conclusion was properly 
drawn that there would be sufficient cotton to yield either four or 
four and a half days’ work per week for all the factory operatives 
during this year. 

No one now disputes the truth of these inferences, and all fear of an 
inadequate supply to secure the number of days’ work named may be 
dismissed; and thus it is admitted that the cotton trade, although by 
no means about immediately to resume its normal prosperity, is about 
to rise rapidly above the calamity that has so sorely oppressed it. 

After closely examining the estimates of supply to which I have 
alluded, I am inclined to adopt that which will afford four-and-a-half 
or five days’ work per week, because, after an investigation made for 
me by the relieving officers of the Unions in the Cotton Manufacturing 
Districts, there are good grounds for presuming that fully 60,000 
operatives (inclusive of their families), who were paupers in December 
1862, have found other employment, or have otherwise disposed of 
themselves. 

It should be remembered that there are two distinct opinions now 
prevalent in Lancashire relative to the prospects of the cotton trade, 
and consequently relative to the prospects of employment for the 
operatives : cone opinion is, that the increased cost of goods will check 
the consumption; the other opinion is, that cotton goods are a neces- 
sity, and that the inercased charge to each individual consumer is so 
unimportant that the consumption will not be impeded. 

It is computed that each person in Great Britain consumes annually, 
on the average, 8lb. of raw cotton, the rich consuming from 20 Ib. to 
30 lb., and the poor from 2 1b. to 31b.; so that when the price of cotton 
is 6d. per lb., a poor man spends is. 6d. per annum, and when it is 
2s. per lb. he spends 6s. 

Again, it is argued that the countries now principally supplying the 
world with raw cotton, viz., India, China, Egypt, Turkey, and Brazil, 
are large consumers of cotton goods, and that half our total export of 
those goods is to those countries; and that those countries, therefore, 
are quite willing to pay high prices for cotton goods, because where 
they buy 1 |b. of cotton goods they sell 41b. or 5 1b. of raw cotton, and 
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because the price they pay for such goods must regulate the price at 
which they can sell their raw cotton. 

No doubt much may be advanced in favour of this view of the 
subject—such, for instance, as the low price of food consequent on our 
excellent harvest, the great prosperity of the country at large, and the 
almost absolute exhaustion of stocks of cotton goods, both at home 
and in most foreign markets. 

But, as I have before intimated, there is another mode of reasoning 
on this important question, originating in the knowledge that the 
price which must be paid for the estimated supply of cotton for this 
year, if the present rates are maintained, is nearly 90,000,000/., and 
that when that supply is converted into manufactured fabrics it will 
be fully worth 1380,000,000/. ; and that if there was not over-competition 
among speculators, the same supply could be obtained for about 
70,000,000/.; and, further, that the countries from which these supplies 
ave received cannot suddenly enlarge their demands for our manufactures. 

It is also remembered that there has been an immense increase in 
the production of linen and woollen*goods, which are being substituted 
for cotton fabrics. 

These considerations of the subject have induced many experienced 
persons, after an anxious and full inquiry, to conclude that the price 
of cotton is now higher than can be maintained through this year, and 
that, with the reduction of the price, a financial crisis must occur some 
time during the year, because the country has not the means of paying 
the great cost of the expected supplies at the present enormous prices. 

The manufacturers are generally of opinion, as I am informed, that 
the present prices cannot be maintained, and therefore they now buy 
only for pressing wants. 

I have brought these facts and opinions thus fully under your notice, 
in order to assure you that it is the uncertainty of maintaining the 
present prices of cotton which creates that want of confidence which 
now pervades the trade, and which is the real difficulty of the manu- 
facturers, and consequently of the mill hands. 

That there has been a diminution of capital, and almost a cessation 
of wages, accompanied by a great augmentation of poor rates, in the 
Cotton Manufacturing Districts, is most true, and it is also true that 
this province cannot yet be said to be out of its difficulties ; but never- 
theless it is, I am happy to say, equally true that, through the coming’ 
enlarged supplies of cotton, and through the medium ee the Public 
Works Act, it is in a position to meet this winter season with con- 
fidence and fortitude, and to anticipate that in the spring the great 
burden of its distress will be removed; and I will venture to assert, 
on my own personal observation, that the character of its working 
classes will be elevated by the stern trials they have so long and so 
patiently endured, and which they are, I.am happy to say, now on the 
eve of overcoming. 

I cannot conclude this Report without offering you my deliberate 
opinion that the Central Executive Committee of Manchester will be 
in a position to abandon their onerous duties at the expiration of next 
March, and that, by so doing, they will consult the true interests of 
the working classes in Lancashire, who, on aceount of the enlarged 
supplies oer cotton and the provisions of the Public Works Act, may 
be then safely and properly thrown on their own resources.

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There is, therefore, now a decrease of 294,812 persons who were 
either receiving parochial relief, or were aided by Local Committees 
of Charity, which decrease is equal to 58°0 per cent. as compared with 
the number relieved when the distress was at its maximum. 

But although these districts are now in a far better position than 
they were in December 1862, a comparative statement as regards their 
present position, and their position under ordinary circumstances, will 
convince you that they are still heavily burthened.

But although this decrease in expenditure has taken place, the 
normal expenditure upon pauperism within these districts is much less 
than the present expenditure : for the Guardians of these 27 Unions 
expended in out-door relief, for the week ended the 3lst of January 
1861, 2,375. ; while the present weekly expenditure by the Guardians 
and by the Local Committees of Charity is 19,826/.—so that there is 
now an increase of 734°8 per cent.

I have already informed you that the amount expended by the 
Guardians of the 27 Unions in out-door relief, for the week ended

of the Guardians and of the Local Committees is 3s. 01d. in the pound

SELECT COMMITTEE ON Poor Re ier, 1864.—RESOLUTIONS. 


Your Committee have come to the following Resolutions on various 
points connected with the present state of the law and its adminis- 
tration, and have agreed to report the same to the House :— 


Metropolitan Distress in 1860-61. 


That with respect to the extraordinary prevalence of distress in the 
Metropolis in the winter of 1860-61, to which the attention of your 
Committee was particularly directed, they received strong evidence 
that the duty of relieving such distress could have been relieved by 
the Poor Law authorities, inasmuch as the legal machinery of adminis- 
tration was sufficient, and the Guardians possessed the requisite 
powers for raising the necessary funds for the purpose; but the legal 
charge would have pressed very heavily on some parishes within the 
Metropolis. 


The regular action, however, of the Poor Law was, to a considerable . 
extent, rendered unnecessary by voluntary contributions ; and however 
desirable it is that in great emergencies destitution should be relieved 
by spontaneous charity, your Committee find that, on the oceasion in 
question, evils resulted from the want of a sufficient organization for 
the investigation of the cases of the persons relieved. 


Continuance of a Central Authority. 


That the continuance of a Central Authority is essential for securing 
the due and uniform administration of the laws for the relief of the 
poor ; and your Committee are of opinion that it would contribute to 
its efficiency if it were placed upon a permanent footing. 


Power of the Poor Law Board to issue General Orders. 


That the power of issuing General Orders now possessed by the 
Poor Law Board is salutary and useful, and should be continued. 


Continuance in Office of paid Officers. 


That in order to secure the due discharge of their duties by the 
principal officers of unions and parishes, it. is, in the opinion of your 
Committee, essential that their tenure of office should not be terminable 
without the concurrence of the central author#y ; and it is not 
expedient, therefore, that the power which the Guardians already 
possess of dismissing the subordinate officers should be further 
extended. 
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Superannuation of paid Officers. 


That it was shown to your Committee that inconvenience resulted 
from the continuance in office of persons, who, by reason of infirmity 
of body or mind, had become incapable of efficiently discharging their 
duties, but whose removal had been postponed from personal considera- 
tions ; and your Committee therefore recommend that a power should 
be conferred upon Boards of Guardians to provide at their discretion 
for the superannuation of certain Union officers, the exercise of such 
power to be subject to the control of the central authority. 


Medical Relief. 


That there are no sufficient grounds for materially interfering with 
the present system of medical relief, which was made the subject of 
special and lengthened inquiries by Select Committees of this House in 
the years 1844 and 1854. 


The recommendations of those Committees were for the most part 
carried out by the orders of the Poor Law Board, and the system of 
medical relief appears to be administered with general advantage. 
Your Committee, however, recommend that in future cod-liver oil, 
quinine, and other expensive medicines shall be provided at the 
expense of the Guardians, subject to the orders and regulations of the 
Poor Law Board. 


Audit of Union and Parish Accounts. 


That the Committee, having regard to the recommendation contained 
in the reports of the Select Committee of this House on the Poor Law 
Amendment Act in 1838, and of the Committee of Inquiry appointed 
by the Treasury in 1852, and also to the anomaly now existing of the 
appointment of the auditors being vested in the Chairmen and Vice- 
chairmen of Boards of Guardians, consider that the power of appointing 
district auditors should in future be vested in the central authority. 
The Committee are further of opinion that the time of those officers 
when appointed should be wholly devoted to the public service, and 
that with this view their numbers should be reduced as vacancies 
occur, and the vacant districts incorporated with others. 


That the Poor Law Board should be invested with power to define 
the incidental expenses incurred by Guardians, which should be 
charged on the rates. 


Unions and Parishes under Gilbert's Act and Local Acts. 


Your Committee are of opinion that it is necessary to the uniform 
action of the Poor Law that the central authority should have the 
same powers in unions and parishes now acting under local statutes, or 
under the Gilbert Act, as in unions or parishes constituted under the 
Poor-Law Amendment Act. 


Religious Rights of the Inmates of Workhouses and District Schools. 


That, with the View of giving full effect to the obvious intention of 
the Legislature in regard to the religious rights of those inmates of 
workhouses and district schools who are not members of the Church 
of England, your Committee recommend as follows :— 
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That there shall be kept in all workhouses and in all district and 
separate pauper schools, a creed register, separate from other registers, 
which shall be open to the inspection of all clergymen and ministers of 
religion officiating within the Union. 


That any such clergyman or minister shall be at liberty, subject to 
regulations sanctioned by the Poor Law Board, to visit the inmates of 
his own creed in such workhouse or school, whether sent for or not ; 
and shall, under like regulations, be allowed to assemble such inmates 
in some convenient place for a reasonable time on such days, not 
being less than one day in each week, as may be appointed by the 
Guardians. 

That every inmate for whom a religious service, according to his 
own creed, shall not be provided in the workhouse on Sundays, and on 
any other days required by his religion to be kept sacred, shall be 
permitted, under regulations sanctioned by the Poor Law Board, to 
attend once on such days some place of worship of his own denomi- 
nation, if within a convenient distance. 


That the Poor Law Board may require, on application to them, and 
on being satisfied that there are reasonable grounds for doing so, that 
orphans under twelve years of age, not belonging to the Established 
Church, shall be sent to any school of their own denomination, either 
certified as an industrial school, or licensed by the Poor Law Board, 
under the Act 25 & 26 Vict. c. 43., the managers of which shall be 
willing to receive such children, upon being paid at the rate of the 
average cost of the maintenance of the inmates of the workhouse of 
the Union or district or separate school from which they shall be sent ; 
but the Guardians shall not be required to pay any travelling expenses 
respecting such orphan child. 


That the following regulations shall be substituted for those con- 
tained in the order of the Poor Law Board, dated the 23rd day of 
August 1859, and made the subject of legislative enactment :— 


Article I. That whenever there shall be in the workhouse or district 
school any child, whether the parents or surviving parent of such 
child be in the workhouse, or whether such child be an orphan or 
deserted child under the age of fourteen years, the master or superin- 
tendent of the workhouse or district school shall enter in such creed 
register list as the religious persuasion of such child, the religious 
erced of the father, if the master know or can ascertain the same by 
reasonable inquiry, or if the same cannot be so ascertained, the creed 
of the mother of such child, if the same be known to the said master, 
or can be by him in like manner ascertained. The religion of an 
illegitimate child shall be considered as that of his or her mother. 


Article II, Such child, while an inmate of any workhouse or district 
or separate school, visited by a minister of his or her religious creed 
for the purpose of religicus instruction, shall not be instructed in any 
other religious creed, or permitted to attend any other religious service 
than that so entered, unless he or she, being above the age of twelve 
years of age, shall desire to receive instruction in some other creed, 
and unless he or she be considered by the Poor Law Board to be 
competent to exercise a reasonable judgment upon the subject. 


Article IIT. The master of the workhouse or the superintendent of 
the district or other pauper school, shall, subject to the directions of 
‘ the Guardians of the Union, permit the attendance at the workhouse, 
from time to time, for the purpose of affording religious instruction to 
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such child, of some minister of the religious persuasion of the said | 
child, as ascertained according to the provisions of this order. 


Provided always, that such attendance shall take place at such times 
as shall not be inconsistent with the discipline and good order of the 
workhouse or school. 


Article IV. Failing other evidence, a certificate of the baptism of 
the child, authenticated by the minister who has lawful custody of the 
register in which the baptism of such child has been recorded, shall 
be deemed sufficient evidence of that child’s religion ; and the evidence 
on which the entry of religion has been made shall also be recorded. 
In the case of all entries, the correctness of which is called ‘in 
question, the Poor Law Board shall have the power to examine into 
the case, and to direct the amendment of the entry, if they shall think 
proper. 

That the inmates of the workhouse shall be allowed the use of such 
religious books as may be sanctioned by the Poor Law Board. 


That in workhouses and schools of unions or parishes where there 
is a numerous body of paupers of any particular religious denomination, 
not being members of the Established Church, and requiring spiritual 
ministrations, it would be desirable, in the opinion of this Committee, 
that some remuneration should be provided for the ministers attending 
in such cases. 


Education of Pauper Children. 


That, making reasonable allowance for the low condition, physical, 
moral, and mental of a large proportion of the children when they 
first enter workhouses, and for the necessarily frequent changes in 
their admission and discharge, the state of workhouse education is 
upon the whole satisfactory in its character and result. 


The Committee think that it would be inexpedient, and in many 
cases impracticable, to enforce the general establishment of district or 
separate schools ; but they are of opinion that schools entirely distinct 
from the workhouse should continue to be encouraged, as being 
attended with beneficial results to the children, and affording the most 
effectual means of separating them from the other classes of paupers. 


The proposal of the Education Commissioners to compel Guardians 
to insist upon the education of the child as a condition of out-door 
relief to the parent, is, in the opinion of your Committee, inconsistent 
with the principles upon which the relief of the poor is established. 


That the 6th*Séction of the 14 & 15 Vict. c. 105., restricting to 20 
miles the distance within which children may be sent to a district or 
separate school from other unions, be repealed or altered, so as to 
admit of children being sent to such schools from a greater distance 
than 20 miles, subject to such regulations as the Poor Law Board may 
make. 


Classification in Workhouses.. 


That it appears to your Committee that in many cases the Union 
workhouses are insufficient for the purpose of the proper classification 
of the inmates, and your Committee consider it desirable that greater 
power should be given to the Central Board than that which they now 
possess, to require Guardians to make adequate arrangements for such * 
classification. 
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Casual and Houseless Poor in the Metropolis, and Vagrants. 


That, in order to secure sufficient and convenient means for the 
relief of the casual and houseless poor within the Metropolis, as 
defined by the Metropolitan Local Management Act, it is expedient 
that the charges incurred for the support of such poor should be paid 
out of a rate assessed on the annual rateable value of the whole of the 
said Metropolis. 


That, in the opinion of this Committee, the machinery adopted under 
the Metropolitan Local Management Act might. be made available for 
raising the amount of such charge, and your Committee recommend 
that. authority be given to the Metropolitan Board of Works for such 
purpose. . 


That the Poor Law Board be empowered to prescribe and enforce 
all necessary arrangements for providing the requisite accommodation 
in the several unions and parishes, and otherwise carrying the foregoing 
resolutions into effect. 


That, with the view of suppressing vagrancy, as far as practicable, 
the Committee are of opinion that the central authority, when invested 
with adequate power for that purpose, should direct Boards of 
Guardians to provide suitable and sufficient wards for the reception 
of the wayfaring and wandering poor, and that the regulations for 
their management and relief should be on a uniform system throughout 
the country. The Committee approve of the employment of police 
constables as assistant relieving officers for vagrants, and think it 
. desirable that the arrangement should be generally adopted. 


Equalization of the Poor Rate. 


That much evidence was adduced showing the unequal pressure of 
the charge for the relief of the poor in different parts of the Metro- 
politan district, and various plans were submitted to your Committee 
for the equalization of the poor rate ; and your Committee recommend 
the general question of extending the area of rating to the further 
consideration of the House; but the circumstances of. the Metropolis 
are so peculiar, that in any legislation to extend the area of charge or 
management, it would be necessary to have regard to those circum- 
stances. 

That any measure for extending the area of rating should, in the 
opinion of the Committee, embrace provisions for making the whole 
cost for the poor in each Union chargeable on the common fund of the 
Union. | :

Poor Rate Return.—Remarks on the Annual Poor Rate Return, 
Year ended Lady-day 1863. [o.

The InpustTRIAL STATISTICS of 1861. 


Industrial The publication of the Occupations Census of 1861 has rendered it 

Statistics. necessary to effect a change both in the form and the matter of the 
“ Industrial Statistics,’ which, since 1857, has formed part of the 
series of papers periodically laid before Parliament by the Poor Law 
Board under the title of ‘‘ Poor Rates and Pauperism.”

1861 differs in several important particulars from that previously 
employed by the Commissioners of the Census. The new system can 
be best explained in the words of its author,* premising that, in 
Dr. Farr’s Report on the “ Classification of Producers,” the lowest 
groups, termed “ Sub-Orders,” are marked with a small Arabic 
numeral (2); that, these Sub-Orders are gathered up into “ Orders,” 
marked by a larger numeral (2); and, that the Orders are collected 
into ‘ Classes,” marked by a Roman figure (II.) 


CLASSIFICATION OF PRODUCERS. 








I.— PROFESSIONAL CLASS. 
(Orders 1, 2,3). Andrict. 


“ This great class includes those persons who are rendering direct service to 
mankind, and satisfying their intellectual, moral, and devotional wants. 

“ The three first Orders consist of civil servants, national or local; the army and 
navy ; the learned professions, with their immediate subordinates; literary and 
scientific men, as well as artists in the widest sense. 

“ The first Order (1; 1) includes the members of the Government, and the civil 
service ; (2) the police and other local officers; and (3) the East India and Colonial 
Service. 

“ The army (2; 1) and navy (2; 2) are in the service of the Government ; and 
are intimately connected with it in all states. And the clergy in the Established 
Church, as well as the lawyers in the courts of justice, are in official subordination to 
the Sovereign; but the great majority of the members of these professions are neither 
nominated nor paid by the Crown. Like the medical, the literary, and the scientific 
professions, which were at one time included in the Church, and were supported by 
its livings, the clergy and lawyers assert their independence, and are, therefore, made 
separate sub-orders. So are authors, artists, musicians, actors, teachers, and scientific 
men. Nearly all the members of the class are paid directly for their services; and 
these services have no intermediary, being rarely fixed in any commodity.» The pay 
varies in each Order, and it is either proportional to the time (salary, wages, pay), 
the job (fees), or the quality and quantity of work done (piecework).”

‘« The persons in this Class are all employed, if they are employed at all, in houses. 
some supply simply service, others with it supply board and lodging (Order 5.) 
‘They are paid wages (servants), or they are paid for the board and lodging and

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attendance which they supply, The publicans and beersellers are so much associated 
and so often confounded with hotel and innkeepers that they are retained in the same 
Order; although the Order dealing in ‘ drinks’ may claim them. The wife and 
grown-up children (Order 4.) perform at home for the bulk of the population the 
same duties as the persons in Order 5.; but they are not paid directly in money for 
their services, as they form a part of the natural family ; consequently they are 
distinguished in a separate Order. The very young children properly belong to the 
non-productive class, and they may there constitute a section; scholars and other 
children are learning the elements of their future occupations; but until that occupa- 
tion is determined they remain in the same Order as their mothers.”

“ The merchant buys any article like tea abroad, transports it to England, and 
there sells it. He performs the like operation at home. But as a merchant he effects 
no change in any of the commodities in which he deals. He buys and sells, and is 
paid for his services by a varying but rated profit on the goods. 

“The carrying order convey commodities, passengers, and messages by land or 
water, from one place to another. ‘They also warehouse goods. ‘They are paid for 
their services in fares, freight, and charges, which bear some proportion to the 
weight, bulk, and other properties of the goods. ‘They are all in Order 7, and are 
closely related to the Order preceding ; hence the two Orders (6-—7.) together may be 
called the Commercial Class.”

IV.—AGRICULTURAL CLASS. 
(Orders 8. and 9.)  Georgict. 


“ We now come to a great class which is employed in producing grain, fruit, grass, 

animals, and other products from the soil. They may be called Growers; for their 
products grow and are obtained from the living kingdoms of nature. The heads of 
the Class are paid, not directly for their services, but indirectly in the price of the 
products which they sell in the market or elsewhere. Thus the price of a quarter 
of wheat includes the pay of the services of all the persons employed in its production 
as well as the cost of the tools and machines, including the land, by means of which 
it is produced and-brought to market. Agricultural servants and labourers are paid 
in wages which the farmers advance. The persons engaged in gardens or woods are 
in separate Sub-orders. 
’ « The men in Order 9. are employed in catching, training, or dealing in living 
animals of various kinds. ‘They are the representatives of the hunters of the early 
stages of civilization, and may be considered an appendage to the previous pastoral 
and agricultural class, so forming Class I1V., which thus includes hunting tribes, the 
pastoral clans, and the agricultural people of the world.” 


OrpER 8. Persons possessing or working the Land, and engaged in growing Grain, 
Fruits, Grasses, Animals, und other Products.

V.—InpDUSTRIAL CLASS. 


(Orders 10, 11, 12, 18, 14, and 15.) Technici. 


“ This is the Class of makers or artisans. They deal in matter that is either no 
longer living, or that never lived. They alter the form, texture, or composition of 
the materials in which they work, so as to.produce a great variety of goods, 
instruments, and machines. Their pay and profits are charged in the price of 
commodities ; the wages of the workmen being advanced by their masters. 

“ This Class is grouped according to the materials, distinguishing those derived 
from the three kingdoms of nature. 

“ The first Order (10.) of the Class includes artisans, making products of various 
materials, derived from the three kingdoms, such as coaches, ships, workshops, 
factories, houses, and their furniture or other contents. 
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~“Then follow the persons engaged in'the textile fabrics (Order 11.).° Wool, silk, 
cotton, flax, and: hemp are durable and divisible ; their manufacture admits of the 
sub-division of labour and the application of “machinery. The workers in these 
materials are the essentially manufacturing. class. In a Sub-order (4.) are the 
artisans who convert the manufactured fabrics, and some other matters, into dress. 

“ Human food, drinks, and stimulants, derived from the animal and vegetable 
kingdoms, occupy a distinct Order (12.), sub-divided into three Sub-orders. 

“Then follow (13.) the persons chiefly or exclusively working and* dealing in 
other animal substances than food (14.), those working and dealing in vegetable 
substances, and (15.), those working and dealing chiefly in minerals and metals. 
Tne first Sub-order of the latter Order (15.) includes the mining population of every 
kind; the other thirteen Sub-orders include the chief workers in the metals and 
minerals, beginning with coal, and ending with steel.” 


OrpDER 10. Persons engaged in Art and Mechanic Productions, in co Matters of 
various Kinds are employed in combination.

In considering the occupations of the people in ‘connexion with Selected Oc- 
pauperism, the first class has been rejected, because, although it par- C¥P#™S. 
ticipates in the general welfare of the country, it experiences the 
vicissitudes of trade less directly than the others; and the last class, 
because it is indefinite, and therefore but little adapted to form any 


useful term of comparison within the field of pauper statistics.

ratio per cent. of persons aged 20 years and upwards ascribable to 
each of the six classes of occupations for all the Unions has, in the 
present instance, been computed for every Union by the Commissioners 


of the Census. 


The ratios of the four selected classes are printed 


opposite to the respective Unions in the following pages; at the ’same 
time, the special designation of the chief industries pursued in. the 
various Unions according to the Census of 1851, has been retained in 
the place it originally filled in these Returns.

MsMoRANDUM as to the ARRANGEMENT of the WEEKLY RETURNS 
of PAUPERISM. 


Tue Returns of the Number of Paupers relieved on the last day of 
each Week do not include the “ Lunatic Paupers in Asylums and Licensed 
Houses,” nor the number of “ Vagrants” relieved. These classes form 
only a small portion of the entire pauperism of the country. According 
to the latest Returns (1st January 1863), the number contained in the 
two classes was 2°2 per cent. of the total pauperism. 

The Pauper Lunatics in Asylums are not generally subject to variations 
in number to the same degree as the other classes of Paupers, and the 
number of Vagrants relieved by the Unions throughout the country has 
become too small to need a return so frequently as once a week. ‘These 
considerations led to the exclusion of the two classes. 

There are at present 14,886* parishes, inclusive of the Scilly Islands, 
in England and Wales maintaining or liable to maintain their own poor : 
returns of pauperism are received weekly in respect of 14,681 of that 
number ; 205 parishes, incorporated under Gilbert’s Act, or still under 
the provisions of the 43d Elizabeth, make no return of the number of 
paupers which they relieve. 

The Returns are arranged under eleven divisions. ‘The Union-counties
